LONDON, Sept. 23.—The Associated Press 
is in a position to announce that diplomatic 
relations between Great Britain and Vene- 
zuela are on the verge of being severed. 

Any day, almost any hour, may bring the 
announcement that the British Minister at 
Caracas has received his passport, witha 
corresponding action toward the Vetie- 
zuelan representative in London.

The view of the Foreign Office is that 
affairs have reached a stage at which it is 
impossible to deal satisfactorily with Vene- 
guela in any matter which may come up.

Jn proof of this contention, the Foreign 
Office instances the report of the United 
States Minister at Caracas, Herbert W. 
Bowen, announcing that the Venezuelan 


Government protested against the British 
flag being raised over Patos (or Goose) 
Jsland, over which the Venezuelan Govern- 
ment claimed sovereignty. According to the 
British Government's understanding, Patos 
Island belongs to Great Britain just as 
much as Trinidad, and, so far as is known, 
no question as to its ownership has ever 
arisen. 

Inhabitants of the island have recently 
been shot and otherwise endangered 
through the action of Venezuelans, whether 
Government or revolutionary partisans, is 


not known. For purposes of protection, the 
Jocal West Indian authorities ordered that 
the British flag be prominently displayed 


on the island, hence the protest, which the 
Foreign Office says is only one of many. 

An exceptionally prominent official said 
last evening: 

‘* Affairs in Venezuela are so hopelessly 
muddled that get nothing done.

LEATHER STOCKS PLAN. 
Proposition to Convert the Preferred 


Stock Into Bonds May Be 
Carried Out.

BOSTON, Mass., Sept. 22.—People who 
are often well informed say there is good 
reason to believe that a plan for a read- 
justment of the leather stocks will be put 
into operation in the not distant future. 
These interests state that a committee was 
appointed many months ago to arrange this 
matter, and that this committee reported a

plan to the Directors of its meeting last 
March. The whole arrangement, it is said, 
might have been carried out before the 


time but for the litigation over the United 
State Steel proposition to convert its pre- 
ferred stock into bonds. The clear right to 
do this is essential to the leather plan. 

The intention is said to be to issue a 5 
per cent. bond for the preferred stock and 
the accumulated dividends thereon, leaving 
the common the only stock outstanding. At 
present the preferred receives 6 per cent., 
and an exchange of bonds at $110 per share 
would call for a distribution in interest of 
an annual sum equal to only 5% per cent. 
on the preferred, leaving a small addi- 
tional balance for the common, while at 
the same time the accumulated dividends 
would be wiped out. 

There is an impression that, in anticipa- 
tion of the success of this plan, the Stand- 
ard Oil party has been for a considerable 
time quietly buying both stocks. It has for 
a long time been a large holder of the 
common.

Two Young Men Consult a Chart and 
Dig Up $11,000 in Bills and

TOLEDO, Ohio, Sept. 22.—The neighbor- 
ing village of Alexis has a matter that is 
puzzling the authorities. Tw6 young men, 
giving their names as George L. Miller of 
Philadelphia and Henry Anderson of New 
York, after consulting a chart, dug up a 
package covered with oilcloth in which 
was more than $11,000 in currency and bills. 
The money is supposed to be part of the 
spoils of several recent county bank and 
Post Office robberies. 

On Saturday the two young men in ques- 
tion stopped off in Alexis and made in- 
quiries about the time of trains leaving and 
arriving, and finally secured some impic- 
ments for digging, and were soon on their 
way to the woods, where the money was 
unearthed. A couple of farmer lads jol- 
lowed them and were peremtorily ordered

JOSEPH, Mo., Sept. 22.—Six passen- 
gers in a Pullman sleeper on the Missouri 
Pacific train from St. Louis which ar- 
rived in St. Joseph at 8:15 o'clock Sunday 
morning were robbed of all their money 
while they slept.

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MORE TROOPS ORDERED 
OUT IN COAL REGION 


Many Acts of Lawlessness in Lack- 
awanna County, Penn.

The Sheriff, Unable to Quel! the Riot- 
ers, Calls on Gov. Stone—Two 
Men Shot. 











ARRISBURG, Penn., Sept. 22.—The 
Thirteenth Regiment, National Guard, has 
been ordered out. The headquarters of the 


regiment is Scranton. 

Eleven strikers were arrested by Sheriff 
Reiff and Deputies at Williamstown to-day, 
charged with disorderly conduct, and 
brought to Harrisburg. The sirikers are al- 
leged to have stoned the homes and other- 
wise injured the property of the men who 
are working in the mines at Williamstown. 
They were committed to jail for a hearing. 

Gov. Stone said to-night there was no 
truth in the report that he will shortly 
hold a conference in Philadelphia with 
representatives of the People’s Alliance and 
Senators Quay and Penrose relative to an 
extra session for the enactment of legis- 
lation to end the anthracite strike, or that 
he has the promise of a majority of the 
members of the Legislature to pass a com- 


pulsory arbitration measure prepared by 
the Alliance. ‘Continuing, the Governor 
said: 


‘‘As I understand the situation, neither 
the miners nor the operators believe a 
special session can pass a law that will 
settle the strike, and the expressions of 
Senators and members so far as I have 
heard show a wide and irreconcilable dif- 
ference of opinion as to its provisions.” 





SCRANTON, Penn., Sept. 22.—Sheriff 
Schadt of Lackawanna County to-night at 
7:30 o'clock telegraphed Gov. Stone to send 
troops to his assistance. 

The Sheriff had just given to the news- 
paper men a proclamation announcing he 
would call troops if the lawlessness did not 
cease, when he received a series of tele- 
phone calls to quell disturbances up the 
valley. He found on investigation that the 
situation was such that he could not cope 
with it, and sent a call for troops. Adjt. 
jen. Stewart called the Sheriff by tele- 
phone at 9 o'clock, and had a long confer- 
ence with him. The Adjutant General sug- 
gested that a posse of members of the Citi- 
zens’ Alliance be called upon for assist- 
ance. 

While the Sheriff was preparing to act on 
this suggestion, he received more reports 
of violence up and down the valley, and at 
once sent another urgent telegram to the 
Governor calling for immediate assistance. 

The worst of to-night'’s outbreaks oc- 
curred at Archbald. A crowd of 200 strik- 
ers, mostly foreigners, ransacked the quar- 
ters occupied by the forty men employed at 
the Raymond washery of the Ontario and 
Western Company, while the men were at 
work, and then, meeting the men as they 
were returning, drove them back to the 
washery. The mob then returned to the 
colliery proper, drove out the engineers, 
firemen, pumpmen, and- guards, and took 
possession of the breaker. 

The plant of the Crescent Electric Light 
Company, which is supplied with steam 
from the breaker, had to shut down, and 
the whole region around was left in dark- 
ness, In the attack on the breaker, two 
men were shot, one a striker and the other 


a workman. Their names or condition 
could not be learned. 

Chief Deputy Sheriff Miles McAndrew 
was attacked and shot at by a mob at 


The steam pipes of the Penn- 
Company's colliery, at Old 
Forge, were blown up with dynamite to- 
night. Two colored cooks at the William 
A. Colliery were rescued by Deputy Sher- 
iffs from a crowd that was threatening to 
lynch them. 

Another dav of innumerable petty out- 
breaks in all parts of the county moved the 
Sheriff to issue his proclamation. Mine 
Foreman Burkhouse, at Priceburg, was at- 
tacked by a mob of 200 men this afternoon. 
He fired upon the crowd, started his horse 
on arun, and escaped. He was stoned until 
out ‘of reach. 

Board Member Fahey addressed a mass- 
meeting of 4,000 miners in West Scranton 
this afternoon. The miners decided to re- 
main on strike all Winter if necessary. 

The Ontario Mime, at Peckville, and the 
Raymond Mine, at Archbald, owned by the 
Ontario and Western Company, will start 
to-morrow. All mulés have been brought 
trom pasture, shod, and put in the mines. 

The pupils\of Miss Florence Freeman, at 
School No, 18, went on a strike to-day be- 
eause her father is a watchman at the 
Hampton Mine. The children demand her 
discharge. 

The People’s Coal Company is receiving 
$10 a ton for chestnut coal at the chutes of 
the Oxford Mine. The company is getting 
$10 a ton for coal at tidewater, and pro- 
poses to make local consumers pay the 
same price. The company is turning out 
450 tons of coal a day and is getting an 
average price of $8 a ton for all it can de- 
liver. 


SHENANDOAH, Penn., Sept. 22.—This 
town was in a state of excitement this aft- 
ernoon. Sheriff Beddal and half a dozen 
deputies arrived in town about 1 o’clock 
and attempted to arrest the strikers who 
have been taking coal from the mine 
breaches on the Girard estate. The men 
resisted arrest, and the Sheriff appealed to 
Gen. Gobin for assistance. The General or- 
dered the Second City Troop to the scene. 
Meantime a mob of about 5,000 people had

gathered. Under the protection of the 
troops the Sheriff's men arrested three 
coal pickers, but the rest succeeded in 


escaping. The prisoners were taken to the 
Pennsylvania Railroad station surrounded 
by troops and followed by the mob, hissing 
and jeering. Subsequently the strike lead- 
ers procured bail for the prisoners and they 
were released. 


WASHINGTON’S COAL FAMINE. 


Anthracite Sells at $16 a Ton, and Deal- 
ers Are Looking to Wales 
for a Supply.

WASHINGTON, _ Sept. 22.—Anthracite 
coal sold at $16 a ton here to-day, and wood 
was put up $1 a cord. It is said that hun- 
dreds of poor colored women who do wash- 
ing for their livelihood have been forced 
to abandon that pursuit because they could 
not get coal at a price they could pay. 

The officers of the charitable societies 
are much exercised at the prospect for the 
coming Winter, There are always many 
poor people who have to be provided with 
coal during the cold weather. Local deal- 
ers are planning to order coal from Wales 
for fear that the strike will not come to an 
end in time to get the Winter's supply on 
the ground. ‘ 

It is estimated there are but 3,000 tons of 
anthracite coal in Washington to-day. Deal- 
ers who have striven to maintain the price 
that obtained before the strike shut off the 
delivery of anthracite coal are now seri- 
ously engaged in providing substitutes for 


their customers. Soft coal is being deliy- 
ered to a considerable extent, and wood is 
also being used. It is not considered un-

The question of coal from Wales has 
awakened much interest. The fact that the 
Welsh product has been brought to New 
York, and some Baltimore dealers have or- 
dered a supply, has attracted attention. 
From Baltimore comes the infoAnation that 
Welsh coal can be sold in that city at $8.30 
a ton. The cost of reloading to smaller 
craft and transportation to this city wouid 
be approximately $1 a ton more. This is 
due to the fact that oceangoing vessels 
such as would be used in transporting coal 
across the Atlantic cannot enter this port. 

Several Washington dealers have wired 
their agents to look after a supply in Wales 
if the strike is not settled. forthwith. 


STRIKE LEADERS SURPRISED. 


Sheriff Schadt of Lackawanna County 
and President Mitchell Are 
Old Friends.

WILKESBARRE, Penn., Sept. 22.—The 
report of Sheriff Schadt’s action created 
more or less consternation at strike head- 
quarters here. President Mitchell, who re- 
turned from New York to-day, and the 
Sheriff have been fast friends for a long 
time. Late last week it was announced 
that the Sheriff of Lackawanna had noti- 
fied Mitchell that if the lawlessness com- 
mitted by the strikers in his bailiwick did 
not cease he would be forced to call upon 
the Governor for troops. Mr. Mitchell de- 
nied having received any such warning 
from Schadt, and no stock was taken in 
the report at headquarters. 

The operators say the placing-of troops in 
the Lackawanna region is the beginning of 
the end and that it will be only a question 
of a short time until the militia are also 
stationed in Luzerne. Once the troops are 
located in the Lackawanna and Wyoming 
regions, it is thought that large numbers of 
strikers will break away from their union 
and return to work. 

President Mitchell and his advisers do not 
believe this will be the case. They say that 
the presence of the troops did not induce 
the striking miners to go to work in the 


Schuylkill region, and it will not cause them 
to break ranks in the Lackawanna and 
Wyoming regions. 

Union miners in parts of the Schuylkill 
region are complaining that the amount of 
money they receive for relief is not enough 
to provide for their wants, and it is said 
that secretly some of them are hiring out 
to the coal companies away from their 
homes. A number of miners living at Ma- 
hanoy City are now said to be at work in 
a washery in the Lehigh region. 

A number of minor disturbances were re- 
ported to-day. Anthony Barkhafi, who went 
into a saloon at Plymouth, was assaulted 
by union miners. When the man showed 
fight he was arrested and sent to jail in 
default of bail. At Warrior Run a man 
named Rule wanted to move his family to 
West Nanticoke, where he is employed ut 
one of the mines, but a mob would not al- 
low him, and his life was threatened. Sev- 
eral members of the mob were arrested to- 
night. 








MINERS MAY RESUME WORK. 


Men in Philadelphia and Reading Col- 
lieries Propose Acceptance of Presi- 
dent Baer’s Suggestion. 


POTTSVILLE, Penn., Sept. 22.—The 
miners at a score of Philadelphia and 
Reading Coal and Iron Companies’ col- 
lieries, it is said, may return to work on 
the basis of the plan suggested two weeks 
ago by President Baer, to adjust all local 
difficulties at the collieries. A delegation 
of United Mine Workers; headed by Peter 
Williams of Mahanoy City, called at the 
headquarters of the company this evening 
with a proposition to return to work if

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COAL SELLS FOR $15. 


An Increase of $2.50 a Ton Over Satur- 
day’s Price in Boston. 


BOSTON, Sept. 22.—Anthracite coal was 
quoted at $15 a ton to-day, an increase of 
$2.50 over Saturday’s price. Soft coal is 
now $7.50 and coke $8, and only the larger 
concerns are able to supply either. Among 
the suburban dealers 100 pounds of stove 
coal is about the limit of sales to other 
than book customers. 

The entire hard coal supply here is esti- 
mated at 25,000 tons. The increase of $2 


per ton for soft coal to-day is said to be 
due to manipulation. Wood is becoming 
searce, $13.20 per cord being the selling 
price for unsawn hardwood and $8.8 ¢or 
ordinary unsawn slab wood.

The correspondent declares that it is 
scarcely an exaggeration to say that 
these laws involve the complete abolition 
of all the securities for public and indi- 
vidual liberties hitherto existing in Fin- 
land. 

The effect of the laws is to place the 
Judges and the whole judicial. system 
under the control of the executive and to 
put the administftation of the country 
under the direct and practically the ex- 
clusive control of the Governor General. 
He and his subordinates, including the 
meanest policeman, are freed of all re- 
sponsibility before the law. 

A law enacting that no official can be 
brought to trial on any charge without 
the consent of his superiors will be made 
retrospective, in order to free the police 
of all responsibility for illegal acts al- 
ready committed. 

The Times's correspondent says that 
unless the Czar intervenes at the last 
moment to prevent this coup d'état Fin- 
land will be struck off the roll of Euro- 
pean nations and be degraded to a mere 
province of a semi-Oriental empire. 


The new laws in regard to Finland de- 
scribed in the foregoing are the culmina- 
tion of a series of measures in recent years 
which have removed one right after anoth- 
er from the Finns. In enacting these meas- 
ures the Czar Nicholas II. has broken the 
solemn pledges made by the Czar Alexan- 
der I. in 1809, which pledges were renewed 
by Alexander's successors. 

According to these pledges the Czar un- 
dertook to preserve the religion, laws, and 
liberties of the country. He was to be the 
Grand Duke of Finland, and the country, 
so far as its internal affairs were con- 
cerned, was to be an independent Sfate. 
The Czar was to decide in regard to war 
and peace and treaties, had the right of 
pardon, and appointed the officials of the 
country, who, however, were to be natives. 

The government of the country and the 
administration of justice were to be car- 
ried on by a Senate, and the legislative 
function by the Czar and the Diet or Land- 
tag, without the consent of which latter 
body no law could be ordained or repealed, 
no new taxes imposed, and no soldiers 
levied. 

It is only recently that this Constitution 
has given pluce to the system pursued by 
Russia in other provinces. As late as 1889 
Finland was described as “probably the 
freest and best-governed part of the Rus- 
sian Empire.”

She is a school teacher, three 
years his senior, and a beauty of the Span- 
ish type. 

She had many suitors, and Hammer was 
one. One of Hammer's rivals was talking 
to Miss Delmar about her youthful ad- 
mirer.

Hammer was 
informed of the plan and was willing. The 
rival took them to the howse of a priest.

MAY HAVE AN ACCOMPLICE 





Contents of Trunk Identified by 

Mrs. 

Capt. Schmittberger 
Finds Young’s 


Pulitzer’s Husband— 


Cabman. 


Disguised as a tramp and so besotted 
with whisky that he apparently could not 
tell where he had been ‘since he left New 
York, William Hooper Young was captured 


night before last in Derby, Conn. He 
has admitted his identity, and will be 
brought to this city early to-day. When he 


had consented reluctantly to acknowledge 
that he was the man the police sought, he 
answered a question to his guilt with the 
words: 

“Yes, and No.”’ 

Two of Capt. Titus’s Detective Sergeants 
had gone to Derby after the information 
about the mysterious prisoner was received 
at the New York Detective Bureau. Sergt. 
Findley, accompanied by Gustav A. Ernest 
of Brooklyn, who knew Young slightly, had 
obtained through Ernest an uncertain iden- 
tification, but it was not until Sergt. 
Hughes, with Mac Levy, Young's Brooklyn 
gymnasium instructor, reached the town 
that the prisoner admitted his identity. 

It was learned in Derby last night that 
Young, besides saying ‘“ Yes, and No,” 
had hinted at or acknowledged the éxist- 
ence of an accomplice in the murder of 
Mrs. Anna Nilsen Pulitzer, who was killed 
last Tuesday night in the West Fifty-eighth 
Street apartment of Young’s father, and 
whose mutilated body was carried in a 
trunk to New Jersey, there to be dumped 
into the Morris Canal some time in the 
course of Wednesday night. None of the 
New York detective officers nor any of the 
Derby police would say directly that there 
had been such a confession. When one 
of the Sergeants was asked explicitly if the 
prisoner had thrown suspicion on any one 
else, he replied evasively: 

“If you say simply that a confession has 
been made you will tell the whole story.” 

Capt. Titus denied that there had been 
any mention of an accomplice. 

While the Central Office detectives turned 
all their attention to bringing Young back 
from Connecticut, whence he has con- 
sented to come without extradition formali- 
ties, the police of the Twenty-second Pre- 
cinct,.led by Capt. Schmittberger, .discov- 
ered yesterday the cabman who took the 
murdered woman and her companion to the 
Young flat on the night of the crime. The 
cabman identified Young’s picture, and 
Schmittberger announced that he had dis- 
covered the missing link in the evidence, 

Interest in the police’s operations yester- 
day was supplemented by the news that 
Young’s father, the well-known Wall 
Street promoter and Mormor leader, had 
cabled from Paris a message to the effect 
that he believed his son innocent. A law- 


yer, William F. S. Hart of this city, en- 
gaged by the elder Young to conduct the 
son's defense, made public the contents of 
the cablegram, expressed the opinion that 
the crime was that of a lunatic, and then’ 
started for Derby. 

The trunk shipped by W. Hooper Young 
to Chicago was received here and opened. 
Many of the belongings of the dead woman 
were recognized by her husband, who was 
overcome with excitement, and it was 
found that the inside of the trunk was cov- 
ered with blood. While the blood-stained 
clothing was being examined in_ Police 
Headquarters the body of Mrs. Pulitzer 
was taken to Perth Amboy, her old home. 
The burial will take place to-day. 

Capt. Titus, Chief of the Detective Bu- 
reau, received a setback in discovering 
that the earrings said to have been pawned 
by Young last Wednesday, were never the 
property of Mrs. Pulitzer. The woman's 
husbanl had been wrong in his identifica- 
tion of the jewelry, for it was proved to 
be the property of a Mrs. Steiner. It has 
not been proved that Young got possession 
of the murdered woman's jewels. 

Young would have been brought to New 
York last night, but there was a wreck 
on the New York, New Haven and Hart- 
fori Railroad. Before the wreck was an- 
nounced Capt. Titus heard from Detective 
Sergt. Hughes over the telephone that it 
would be impossible to leave Derby early 
in the evening, as there was fear of inter- 
ference from a great crowd that had gath- 
ered around the Derby jail. 


WILL WAIVE EXTRADITION. 


Young, on Verge of Collapse, Is Over= 
come by His Father’s Message— 
Watched to Prevent Suicide. 
Special to The New York Times. 
DERBY, Conn., Sept. 22.—Willigm Hooper 
Young, who was arrested here last night, 


has admitted his identity, after having pre- 
tended all day that his name was Bert Ed- 


wards. Not only has he acknowledged that 
he is the son of John W. Young, Wall 


Street promoter, but it is stated on good 
authority that he has made a confession of 
the murder of Mrs. Anna Pulitzer in his 
apartment, 103 West Fifty-eighth Street, 
New York City, last Tuesday night. 

The prisoner did not know where he 
was, when two policemen took him in cug- 
tody, while he was walking along the rail- 
road track with a tramp named Cunning- 
ham. He did not know where he had been 
during the last few days. He was crazed 
with drink and stood the officers’ at bay 
like a hunted animal until they managed to 
frighten him into submission. As far as 
is known, he not only failed to account for 
his movements since he left his flat after 
the murder, but he would give the New 
York detectives, who came here to get him, 
noe information as to his movements during 
the time the body of the woman remained 
in his room nor any description of how he 
disposed of the body in the Morris Canal, 
near Jersey City. 

When the local Chief of Police notified 
Capt. Titus of New York that a man re- 
sembling Young had been caught, the New 
York official sent Detective Sergt. Findley 
here to see if the suspect was really the 
right man. With Findley came Gustav A. 
Ernest, a young man who is employed in 


the Brooklyn gymnasium of Mac Levy, the 
instructor, who gave Young work recently, 
having previously had him as a patron, 
Ernest was taken to the prisoner's cell by 
Chief Arnold. After looking Young over 
he retired, and said to the police officers: 

‘“‘I'm sure it’s Young, but I can’t swear 
to it, because he has shaved off his mus- 
tache. He has the same hands and eyet 
and voice, though, and I don’t think there's 
any doubt about it.” 

Until Ernest saw him, Young had not had 
any intimation of the ps suspicion 
under which he rested. He started visi- 
bly at the sight of the new-comer, whe 





































































had workeg with him for a little while in 
Levy’s establishment, but regained some 
measure of composure and looked away. 
The information that Ernest had partially 
identified him was telephoned to Cupt. 
Titus, who sent another Detective Ser- 
coat. Hughes, together with Mac Levy 
imself, to complete the identification. 


“HELLO, HOOPER!” 


Levy and Hughes arrived soon after 6 
o'clock, having left New York on the 4:02 
train. The athletic instructor was taken 
into the jail corridor, and Young was led 
out of his cell. When they met, Levy said: 

** Hello, Hooper! ”’ 

There was no response. Young turned his 
eyes on the speaker deliberately and looked 
hard at him, with no sign of recognition. 
If there was any effort in his assumption 
of indifference it was not visible. There 
Was a long pause. Finally, as if he thought 
he was expected to say something, he an- 
swered: 

“I don't know you.” 

“Of course, you know me,” said Levy, 


placing his hand on his former friend's 
shoulder. 
Young, withcut a trace of emotion, re- 
sponded: 


“You should be sure of your identifica- 
tion. This is a terrible crime for which I 
am held.’’ 

After this, at the command of the of- 
ficers, the prisoner divested himself of his 
clothing, so that Levy might make the 
identification more certain He did no» 
undress altogether, however, but was_ le« 
back to the cell in a few minutes. Max 
Levy and Hughes went with him and told 
him formally the cause of his arrest, dwell- 
ing on the mention of the crime, for which 
he was committed to jail. It was then that 
the man admitted for the first time chat 
his name was William Hooper Young. |. 

While the three were talking, Dixie 
Anzer, the Hoboken newspaper man with 
whom Young used to be associated in the 
publication of The Crusader, walked 
through the corridor outside the cell. As 
he passed the door, the prisoner raised his 
head and exclaimed: 

* Why, there’s Anzy!” 

Confinement told on Young early in the 
afternoon, and he showed signs of nervous- 
ness soon after Ernest had seen him. 
When first arrested, though the dark rings 


around his eyes and the wild expression 
on his face gave evidence of prolonged 
mental and physical strain, he was game 
to the core, and the police officers man- 
aged to get him only after he had tried 
to throw red pepper in their eyes. As he 
reached for the pépper they thought he 
was after a pistol, so they made him hold 
up his hands. After he had been_hand- 
cuffed he told them that he would have 


blinded them if they had given him a mib- 





ute longer. . 

One of the first good reasons Capt. Titus 
of New York and the local police had for 
believing they had the right man_was the 
fact that red pepper was found in_ the 
trunk sent by Young to Chicago. Capt 
Titus telephoned to Chief Arnold during 


the afternoon, before any identification had 
been made, that the trunk, when opened at 
New. York, was found to contain a package 
of the pepper. 


ON THE VERGE OF COLLAPSE.

yesterday. It came to William F. 8S. Hart, 
the lawyer whom Mr. Young had previously 
angaged to look after his son's interests. 
Mr. Hart gave out the message at his of- 
fice, 5 Beekman Street. It was as follows: 


PARIS, Sept. 21.—Please give this to the press 
and request publication: 
To William Hooper Young: 

I hear you are suspected of a heinous crime, 
and being sought for. I advise you to surrender 


to the officers of the law, facing the charge like 
for your de- 


aman. I hava engaged counsel 

fense. No one knowing you can believe you 
guilty. You owe it to yourself, your family, and 
the religion you forsook, to prove your inno- 
cence. If you take this course we will stand by 
you. JOHN W. YOUNG. 


The lawyer said he had received from the 
father other messages that he could not 
make public. Mr. Young had said, among 
other things, that he would send funds for 
the case at once. When Mr. Hart was 
asked whether he had been engaged or re- 
tained by any members of the Mormon 
faith, he said: 

**T have seen no one of the Mormon faith 
or any one connected with the crime. I 
have been known to Mr. Young, the senior, 
for a long time through business associa- 
tions, and I suppose for this reason I was 
retained.”’

His Newspaper There Suppressed After

PORTLAND, Oregon, Sept. William 
Hooper Young is known in this city, where 
he lived once.

This was the ticket decided upon by Sen- 
ator Platt and announced to the Republican 
conference which met at his call at George 
R. Sheldon’s residence, in New York, a 
fortnight ago. It will undoubtedly be rati- 
fied by the State Convention which will 
meet here to-morrow under Mr. Platt’s 
auspices. 

There was a flurry here to-night over the 
report that the slate had been broken. The 
report was that Mr. Sheldon had been 
forced out of the race and that Gen. Anson 
G. McCook was to be substituted in his 
place. At the same time there was a re- 
port that the nomination for Secretary of 
State would be given to Senator James B. 
McEwan of Albany County. These reports 
spread with amazing rapidity and awoke 
the convention crowd from the lethargy 
which had characterized it throughout the 
day. 

At once there was a hurrying and a 
scurrying upon the part of those chiefly 
interested, to ascertain what foundation 
there was for the, rumor. It took about 
two hours for the tempest in a teapot to 
subside, but the remainder of the night 
was devoted by those chiefly affected by 
the report to fixing responsibility for the 
convulsion. 

ORIGIN OF THE REPORT. 


The first information circulated was that 
the Twenty-ninth District of New York 
had set the boomerang in motion to vent 
its spleen against Chairman Robert C. Mor- 
ris of the County Committee, who is in 
charge of the Sheldon campaign. Apparent 
corroboration of this theory was found in 
the fact that Gen. McCook lives in the 
Twenty-ninth District, and when it was 
reported by those who had seen Senator 
Elsberg enter Senator Platt's headquarters 
that he had had a conference with the 
Warwick of the situation, many considered 
the case as proved. But later the weight 
of evidence seemed to be that the report 
had been put in circulation by members 
of the Kings County delegation, in a vain 
effort to revive the Woodruff boom. The 
leaders were besieged for information.

The answer that is given tu that question 
here is that Mr. Platt is actuated by finan- 
cial interests, not personal but party finan- 
cial interests. It is stated flatly that Mr. 
Sheldon was selected as the epublican 
candidate for Lieutenant Governor by Wall 
Street interests that are designated as the 
Morgan interests, Mr. Sheldon being a Di- 
rector in several Morgan corporations.

Judge William E. Werner of Monroe 
County, who is to be nominated for Jus- 
tice of the Court of Appeals, arrived here 
to-night. He went over to Senator Platt’s 
headquarters, accompanied by Assistant 
Secretary of State David J. Hill, a member 
of his delegation, whom he introduced_to 
Senator Platt. Senator Platt asked - Dr. 
Hill when he had arrived. 

‘*T got in this evening,” said he, ‘‘and I 
will remain until the funeral is over.

ABSENCE OF ENTHUSIASM. 


Delegates to the Convention Make No 
Demonstrations—The Sheldon- 
Woodruff Incident. 


Special to The New York Times. 

SARATOGA, N. Y., Sept. 22.—Delegations 
from all sections of the State continued to 
arrive here to-day on every train, and Sar- 
atoga has now assumed something like its 
appearance during the Summer season. 
The United States Hotel is crowded. The 
Grand Union and the smaller hotels are 
comfortably filled. All the life centres at 
the United States, which is the headquar- 
ters of Senator Platt, the State Committee, 
and the leading delegations. The remark 
heard on every hand is: 

“Did you ever see such a dead conven- 
tion? ’’ : 

The power of the organization seems to 
hang over the delegations like a pall. 
The various headquarters show nothing 
of the animation of former years. There 

no enthusiasm anywhere. 

The only semblance of enthusiasm which 


has been shown has een for the two men 
whom the organization has decided to rele- 
gate to private life—Lieut. Gov. Woodruff 
and Secretary of State John T. McDon- 
ough. The farmers have shown real inter- 
est in Woodruff, and the laboring men are 
sorely disappointed over the refusal of the 
organization to nominate Secretary Mc- 
Donough for Justice of the Court of Ap- 
peals. 

.The power of Platt is evident on all sides. 
Everything that comes up is referred to 
him, and by his word hopes are made to 
bloom or are blasted. When he makes his 
appearance and ambles along the veran- 
das with unsteady steps all eyes are on 
him, and when he speaks, those to whom 
he condescends to express his views hang 
on every word as though they came from 
the mouth of an oracle. 

Not only are the rank and file denied a 
voice in the selection of men for the State 
ticket, but even freedom of expression as 
to the wisdom of the selections madé by 
the powers that be is denied to them. 

Senator Platt to-day read the riot act to 
the Brookiyn leaders for the stories which 
certain of them are alleged to have circu- 
lated regarding Mr. Sheldon’s connection 
with the trusts. And even as Richelieu 
awed the courts of the King when he drew 
upon the floor the sacred circle of Rome, 
so did the Brooklyn men stand cowed under 
the Senator's flow of wrath. The chief of- 
fender arraigned, in reply to the accusation 
of the Senator that he was a stirrer-up of 
trouble, said: 

‘What LI said was wormed out of me by 
the newspaper men.’’ 

There is not a band in town. - There has 
not been heard a single cheer for any one 
or for anything. One might mistake the 
gathering for an eminently respectable 
lot of men met to revise the creed of some 
particular religious faith.

over the Sheldon-Woodruff incident.

lery was like the crackle of musketry. 


& THE PRESIDENT SPEAKS 
FOR CUBAN REGIPROCITY. 


He Declares it Is to This Country’s In- 
terest to Control the Market 
of the Island. 


DETROIT, Sept. 22.—At the banquet of 
the Spanish War Veterans to-night Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, in opening his address, 
thanked the people of Detroit for the re- 
ception given him to-day and throughout 
his two days’ visit. The President then 
said: 

“Mr. Mayor and men and women of 
Michigan, and particularly you, my com- 
rades, who volunteered in the war with 
Spain--I thank you for your greeting. 

“The first engagement I made this year 
was when I accepted the invitation so 
kindly extended to me by the Mayor of 
this city to speak on this occasion, for I 
felt that coming from him as it did and 











extended in such a way I could not re- 
fuse. 
“The war with Spain, though from it 


such great consequences have flowed, wus 
itself but a small war, and in the pres- 
ence of the veterans of the Grand Army all 
We can say is that we hope that we of the 
younger generation showed a desire to 
come up to the standard set by our fathers, 
the men of ’G1 and ‘65. Yet, though the 

- aétual deeds done were trivial when meas- 
ured with the giant struggle in which 
Grant and Sherman and Thomas and Sheri- 
dan and Farrugut and Porter won im- 
perishable renown, it still remain true that 
the way in which these deeds were done 
was of good omen to the country. 

“It emphasized in peculiar fashion the 
fundamental unity of our people. It brought 
home to us what should be the ever-present 
fact in our minds that a good deed done by 
any American is put down to the credit of 
all Americans; and that therefore con- 
versely no act of wrongdoing can be per- 
formed by one of our number without the 
evil effects being felt to a greater or less 
degree by all of us. 

“Here in Detroit, 
good fortune most 
thts Nationa! unity. I myself served in 
the army, and therefore at Santiago I 


served beside two regiments of Michigan 
volunteers, the Thirty-third and Thirty- 
fourth, so that with many of your sons I 
can elaim that right of comradeship which 
comes to those who have known one an- 
other under the close intimacy of such 
conditions. But Michigan also performed 
the unique feat for an inland State of man- 
ning one of the war vessels of the Nation. 
A more striking tribute to the National 
militia of the State could not be paid than 
was paid when in their custody was placed 
the honor and interest of the United States, 
for there is no part of our honor and inter- 
est which we more jealously guard than 
that bound up in the fate of any one of 
the war vessels of the Nation. 

“It - had been my good fortune while As- 
sistant Secretary of the Navy to come 
here and witness for myself the zeal and 
workmanlike efficiency of the officers and 
enlisted men of your nuva! militia. It did 
not need a long acquaintance with them to 
convince any one that they meant business; 
that iney had in them the stuff that would 
make it safe to trust them in time of trial, 
and that they had diligently and assidu- 
ously improved their opportunities in 
learning all that they could of their pro- 
fession. When the period arose to utilize 
as many as possible of our people who were 
trained to go down to sea in ships, it was 
natural and fitting that one of our war 
craft -should be manned by your naval 
militia. 

“It Is, of course, a far more difficult and 
complicated thing to learn war duty afloat 
than war duty ashore, for the naval pro- 
fession is a highly specialized one. A 

eculiar model of honor, therefore, rightly 
lesen to the naval militia, and especially 
to the naval militia of the inland waters 
who so quickly and well respended to the 
call made upon them. 


ALL INTERESTS THE SAME. 


“Michigan's action is but one illustra- 
tion of how closel¥ bound together all our 
interests are in this Nation. There are 
many such illustrations. Every State in 
this country had its sons represented on 
gome of the war craft which won honor in 
that short struggle during the Summer of 
1898. The names of the ships no less than 
the birthplaces of the officers and men 


aboard them bear witness to the fact that 
our navy, like our army, is indeed Na- 
tional in character. 

“The war itself.was an easy one. The 
tasks left behind us, though glorious, have 
been hard. You, the men of the Spanish 
War, you and your comrades in arms, who 
fought in Cuba and Porto Rico and in the 
Philippines, won renown for the country, 

dded to its moral grandeur, and to its 

aterial prosperity, but you also left du- 
ties to be done by those who came after 


ou. 
mn In Porto Rico the duty has been merely 
administrative, and it has been so well done 
that very little need be said about it. In 
the wniiopeee the problem was one of 
extreme difficulty. But after three years 
of bitter fighting peace has been won by 
the valor of our soldiers, and civil govern- 
ment has been introduced, so that the 
islanders have now greater opportunities 
tor life, liberty, and the pursuit of happi- 
news than ever they have enjoyed before 
auring their recorded history. 

“Last week I ordered a taking of the 
census of the islands, and two years 
hence, according to the law of Congress, 
the first steps will be taken in the direc- 
tidn of giving the Filipino people a Legis- 
Jative Assembly. No other Oriental coun- 
try in the possession of an alien power— 
indeed, no Oriental country at all save 
only Japan—has been given any such meas- 
ure of self-government and personal free- 
dom as we fave already given to the Phil- 
ippines. 

“One of the most important recent meas- 
ures has been the ay ob ead of a cable for 
the Philippines, this being necessary both 
from a commercial and from a military 
standpoint. It is only just to the Repre- 
sentative in Congress from Detroit to say 
that we owe to him more than to any one 
man the fact that this cable is to be laid 
down upon terms absolutely satisfactory to 
the Government, which guarantees to the 
people of this country that their every

But we have kept it in good 
faith and with a keen regard for the wel- 
fare of the Cubans. We did not turn Cuba 
loose to sink into a welter of anarchy. We 
first administered the affairs of the island 
until order had been brought out of chaos, 
until the cities had been cleaned, the courts 
purified, an educational system _§ started, 
and a just and efficient Government intro- 
duced, Then we turned the new republic 
over to the hands of those whom its peo- 
le had elected as its seryants, and bade 
t godspeed on its journey of independence. 


WELL-BEING OF CUBA. 


** But neither our duty nor our interest in 
the island has come to an end with the 
establishment of its independence. Cuba's 
immediate proximity to the United States 
rendered its well-being of such interest to 
us that we were forced to interfere in its 


interest by force of arms. For the same 
reason its future welfare cannot but be a 
matter of grave eoncern to us. We do not 
desire Cuba to stand toward any other na- 
tion in the ‘same relations of intimate 
friendship and alliance that we desire to 
see it adopt toward us. It must therefore 

e in a certain sense a part of our inter- 
national political system, and it accepted 
this position when it accepted the Platt 
amendment. 

“But it is out of the question for us to 
expect that it will assume such a position 
toward us with regard to international 
politics without at the same time sharing 
somewhat in the benefits of our economic 
system. 

“It was for this reason that President 
McKinley urged and that I have urged 
and shall continue to urge the need of es- 
tablishing closer relations with Cuba by 
reciprocity. We urge reciprocity because it 
is for our interests to control the Cuban 
market, because we are bqund to place the 
Cubans on a peculiar standing economical- 
ly when they consent in our interests, as 
well as their own, to assume a peculiar 
status internationally, and because it is fit- 
ting for a great and generous Republic to 
stretch out a helping hand toward her 
feebler sister just starting to tread the 
path of independence. 

“The case stands by itself and there can 
be no other like it. Porto Rico, Hawaii, 
and the Philippines have relations of vary- 
ing intimacy to us; and they have either 
been admitted within our economical sys- 
tem or have been given some of the bene- 
fits thereof. Cuba, though independent, also 
Stands in a peculiar position toward us and 
should receive in similar fashion a meas- 
ure of benefit from and partial inclusion 
within our system. 


NO TARIFF MATTER. 

“The questions that ordinarily concern 
us as of prime weight in a tariff matter do 
not come in here as of primary importance. 
We cannot choose what the articles are 
which Cuba shall export. Doubtless very 
many of us would prefer for reasons con- 
nected with our own tariff policy that her 
inhabitants were engaged in different in- 
dustries from those which they as a matter 
of fact now follow; just as doubtless others 


of our people would prefer that the market 
offered by Cuba was one for other things 
than those which she actually demands. 

‘* But we can neither determine the wants 
nor the productions of Cuba. We must ac 
cept them as they are, and we must ro- 
member that in dealing with this island, 
especially now that we are about to bulld 
the isthmian canal, and our interests in Une 
West Indian waters have become so great, 
we must shape our policy with a far-sighted 
regard for the future and for the interest 
and honor of the nation as a whole. 

‘“*I do not believe a particle of harm will 
come to any American interest from the 
adoption of a reasonable measure of reci- 
procity with Cuba. I am certain that wle 
adoption of such a measure will be in the 
interest of our people as a whole. Above 
all, while fully acknowledging the high- 
mindedness and moral sincerity of those of 
my associates with whom on this point I 
differ, I yet feel most strongly that dy 
every consideration of a generous and far- 
sighted public policy we are bound to prove 
to Cuba that our friendship with her 1s of 


a .continuing character, and that we in- 
tended to aid her in her struggle for iLe 
mfterial well-being which must underlie 


healthy national development, 

“J speak in the presence not only of the 
men who fought in the Spanish war and in 
the Philippine war, which was its after- 
math, but in the presence of the veterans 
who fought in the great war; and more 
than that, I speak here in a typical city of 
the eld Northwest, of what is now the 
Middle West, in a typical State of 
Ur‘on. You men of Michigan have béen 
mighty in war and mighty in peace. You 
belong to a country mighty in war and 
mighty in peace—a country of a great past, 
whose great present is but an earnest of 
an even greater future. The world has 
never seen more marvelous prosperity than 
that which we now enjoy, and this pros- 


‘** We shall have our ups and downs. The 
wave at times will recede, but the tide will 
go steadily higher. This country has never 
yet been called upon to meet a crisis in war 
or a crisis in peace to which it did not 
eventually prove equal, and decade by dec- 
ade its power grows greater and the like- 
lihood of its meeting successfully any crisis 
becomes even more assured. 

THE GOSPEL OF HOPE. 

“I preach the gosfel of hope to you 
men of the West who in thought and life 
embody this gospel of hope, this gospel of 
resolute and confident belief in your own 
powers and in the destiny of this mighty 
Republic. I believe in the future—not in a 
spirit which will sit"down and look for the 
future to work itself out—but with a de- 
termination each of us to do his part in 
making the future-what it can and shall be 
made. 

‘We are optimists. We spurn the teach- 
ings of despair and distrust. We have an 
abiding faith in the growing strength, the 
growing future, of the mighty young nation 
still in the flush of its youth and yet al- 
ready with the might of a giant which 
stands on a continent and grasps an ocean 
with either hand. 

‘Succeed? Of course we shall succeed. 
How can success fail to come to a race of 
masterful energy and resolute character, 
which has a continent for the base of its 
domain and which feels within its veins the 
thrill that comes to generous souls when 
their strength stirs in them, and they know 
that the future is theirs. No great destiny 
ever yet came to a nation whose people 
were laggards or faint-hearted. No great 
destiny ever yet came to a people walking 
with their eyes on the ground and their 
faces shrouded in gloom. 

**No great destiny ever yet came to a 
people who feared the future, who feared 
failure more than they hoped for success. 
With such as these we have no part. We 
know there are dangers ahead, as we know 
there are evils to fight and overcome, but 
we feel to the full that pulse of the pros- 
perity which we enjoy. 

“Stout of heart we see across the dangers 
the great future that lies beyond, and we 
rejoice as a giant refreshed, as a strong 
man girt for the race, and we go down 
into the arena where the nations strive for 
mastery, our hearts lifted with the faith 
that to us and to our children and our chil- 
dren's children it shall be given to make 
this Republic the greatest of all the peoples 
of mankind.” 

Time and again the President was com- 
pelled to stop until the cheering and ap- 
plause subsided. The name of Dewey was 
with a storm of enthusiasm, 
as it died away some one shouted, 
whe sent him there?’’ meaning 
There was a great cry of “* Roosevelt,’”’ and 
more cheers followed for the President. 
That portion of the address in regard to 
Cuban reciprocity was received with very 
marked enthusiasm and approval. When 
the President announced his determination 
to continue his efforts to secure reciprocity 
with Cuba, the armory rang with applause 
and shouts of approval, and the President 
stood with upraised hand, several minutes 
before he could proceed. The declaration 
that we intend to make our friendship to- 
ward Cuba of a continuing character and 
that we intend to stand by her was re- 
-_—— with more cheers and fresh enthu- 
siasm. 


BUSY DAY FOR THE PRESIDENT. 


During a Steamboat Ride in the After- 
noon He Is in Domain of 
King Edward. 


DETROIT, Sept. 22.—The banquet this 
evening tendered the President at the Light 
Guard Armory by the Spanish war veterans 
was the culmination of an extremely busy 
day for the President. At 11 o'clock he 
drove to Light Guard Armory and attended 
the opening session of the third annual re- 
union of Spanish war veterans. He was 
given a tumultuous welcome by the soldiers, 
and his speech was enthusiastically re- 
ceived. He eulogized the veterans of the 
Spanish war for their deeds, and declared 
that we have no apologies to make for the 
war in Cuba or in the Philippines. As a 
result of the latter, he said, “we will give 
the Filipinos life, Mberty, and the pursuit 
of happiness such as they never knew 
under a cruel oligarchy operating through 
the Society of the Katipunan.” : 

President Roosevelt drove from the arm- 
ory to the steamboat Tashmoo, on board of 
which he spent three hours riding on the 
river. Every steam craft on the river 
saluted the Tashmoo with ear-splitting 
blasts of the whistle, and the steamship 
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Yantic, United States Navy, fired a Presi- 
dential salute of twenty-one as the 
Tashmoo left her wharf. During the ride 
the steamboat went far enough into Cana- 
dian waters so that the President Was for 
a short time in King Edward’s domain. 

The President returned at 3 o'clock and 
participated in the parade of the Spanish 
war veterans, which he later reviewed. He 
was given a great popular ovation, during 
the entire afternoon. The greatest crowds 
ever seen in the city lined the streets, 
through which the parade passed, and a 
great wave of thunderous cheerh swept 
them from end to end as the President 
drove by. 


REVIEWED BRITISH TROOPS. 


Excursions brought thousands from near- 
by towns. Eor what is believed to have 
been the first time in the history of the 
country, a President of the United States 
this afternoon reviewed a regiment of 
British troops. The Twenty-first Essex 
Fusiliers participated in the parade by the 
special permission of this Government and 
the Canadian Militia Department, At the 
banquet this evening the President called 
Lieut. Col. Bartlet, their commander, to 
his table and congratulated him on the fine 


appearance of his command, which received 
great applause on the line of march. 

It was past 7 o'clock when the President 
arrived at the Cadillac after reviewing the 
parade, and he immediately began prepar- 
ing for the evening banquet. He drove to 
the armory over the less traversed streets 
and arrived there at 9 o'clock. 

lis appearance was the signal for a 
great outburst of enthuSiasm. He was giv- 
en three rousing cheers as, escorted by 
Mayor Maybury, he led the Presidential 
party to their table on the platform. Seated 
at the President's. left were Mayor William 
C. Maybury, Setretary Cortelyou, Gen. 
Urell of Washington, and Col. F. J. Hecker 
of this city. 

On his right were Gen. R. A. Alger, Miss 
Clara Barton, Gov. A. T. Bliss, and Gen, 
H. M. Duffield. Among others at the table 
were Assistant Secretaries Loeb and 
Barnes and Congressman John B. Corliss. 

Soon after the party were seated Capt. 
Richmond P. Hobson, United States Navy, 
arrived at the armory and took his seat at 
the President's table. He was given an en- 
thusiastic reception as he ascended_ the 
platform and greeted the President. Capt. 


Hobson did not arrive in the city until this_ 


=| and came direct to the armory. 
The Presidential party were seated at a 
long table on a platform at the north end 
of the armory, at which covers were laid 
for twenty-two, The table was decorated 
with asters and fed carnations, and a num- 
ber of candelabra shed a soft light over 
it. The platform was canopied with maple 
trees. 

A large picture of the President hung 
between two American flags, with a row 
of electric lights over it. On either side 
hung a picture of the emblem of the Span- 
ish War veterans. Hung under the two 
emblems were the words “ Freedom” and 
‘*Humanity,” while the third word of the 
veterans’ motto, “‘ Patriotism,”’ was at the 
bottom of President Roosevelt's picture. 

The festoons of laurel that hung from 
each of the great trusses were dotted with 
electric lights. Over the centre of the ar- 
mory and in direct line with President 
Roosevelt's eyes as he addressed the throng 
hung an American eagle, with outstretched 
wings, made of evergreen. A row of tiny 
red, white, and blue electric lights out- 
lined the spréading wings. The whole 
scheme of decorations throughout the ar- 
mory was green and white, and the large 
auditorium was never before so pleasing 
to the eve. 

The 800 diners were gathered about 
twenty-eight tables. The monotony of the 
conventional black and white evening 
clothes was broken by the uniforms of 
army offieaers and Spanish war veterans. 
The brilliant scarlet tunic of Lieut. Col. 
Bartlet of the Essex Fusileers was the most 
pronounced touch of color in the armory. 

The menus were bound in dull gray cov- 
ers, embellished on the front with a small 
half-tone portrait of President Roosevelt 
over the words ‘“‘ Spanish ~War Veterans, 
1902.”’ 

The galleries were filled with men in 
evening clothes and brilliantly gowned 
women when the President arrived. 

After the President's address, Col. M. E. 
Urell of Washington responded to the 
toast, ‘The Spanish War Veterans," and 
Miss Clara Barton spoke on * The Majesty 
of Womanhood in War.” 

It was then 11:45 o'clock, and Mayor 
Maybury announced that President Roose- 
velt would have to leave. Three parting 
cheers were given for him as he left the 
platform. The President drove immediate- 
ly to his special train. Several addresses 
were made after the President's departure, 
including one by Capt. Hobson on “ Our 
Navy.” 


VETERANS IN A SQUABBLE. 


Ex-Adjt. Gen. Liller of Spanish-Amerl- 
can War Veterans Calls Col. 
Harrison a Liar. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Sept. 22.—The third en- 
campment of the Spanish-American War 
Veterans’ Association convened in the Sen- 
ate Chamber of the State House at 10:30 
A. M. to-day, Gov. Durbin delivering a 
short speech of welcome. 

The encampment will last for three days. 
President Roosevelt will be a guest of the 
association, of which he is a member, and 
will address ‘it to-morrow morning at 11:30 
o'clock immediately after his arrival in the 
city. 

Brig. Gen. Jacob H. Smith, United States 
Army, retired; Past Commander in Chief 


J. W. Hulings, and other leading figures 
in the military establishment of the United 
States in the last three campaigns of the 
army, will attend the encampment and re- 
main until its close. 

The removal of W. C. Liller as Adjutant 
General of the Spanish-American War 
Veterans is said to have removed the only 
obstacle in the way of a consolidation of 
the Spanish War Veterans, now meeting in 
Detroit, and the Spanish-American War 
Veterans, meeting in Indianapolis. 

During the course of a discussion on the 
validity of certain records of the last en- 
campment, Adjt..Gen. Liller, who was re- 
moved from office Sunday night, gave Col. 
Russell B. Harrison the lie direct. The 
latter made a dash for the deposed offi- 
cial, but was caught and held by Col. E. R. 
Hutchins of Iowa and Dan 8. Sauer of 
Louisville. 

Adjt. Gen. Liller read the minutes of the 
Buffalo meeting. All through the record 
Col. Harrison was referred to as ‘ Mr.” 
Harrison. This angered the majority of the 
delegates, as the by-laws of the order ex- 
pressly state that all members of the body 
shell be referred to as *‘ Comrades.” 

At the last encampment Col. Harrison 
was appointed Chairman of the Anditing 
Committe to go over the accounts of Adjt. 
Gen. Liller, and after the latter had fin- 
ished reading them he arose and said that 
the minutes of the last meeting had been 
so changed that he was unable as Chair- 
man of the committee to proceed under the 
resolution, 

Adjt. Gen. Liller arose and exclaimed: 
‘Do you mean to say that I falsified the 
record?”’ 

Col. Harrison: 
nothing more.” 

‘“You are a liar,’’ exclaimed Liller. 

A moment after Mr. Liller called Col. 
Harrison a liar Charles H. Madden of this 
city arose, and, addressing Col. Harrison's 
accuser, exclaimed: “Tl smash your 
head.”’ 

Col. Harrison said that as Chairman of 
the committee to audit the accounts’of the 
Adjutant General he had found them in an 
equivocal condition. 

Acting Assistant Adjutant General Frank 
S. Clark read an order dfrecting Liller to 
appear before the Council of Administra- 
tion, which in army parlance is known as 
a court-martial, to answer certain serious 
charges that have been preferred against 
him. Liller arose in his seat and briefly 
declined to appear before the council. 

The military court or council of adminis- 
tration called to try ex-Adjutant Gen. 
Liller met to-night. The charges were read 
and it was found they had not been signed 
by the Commander-in-Chief. The council 
adjourned to meet Wednesday morning at 
8 o'clock.

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CORONER HOLDS SHARKEY 
FOR KILLING MR. FISH 


Two Witnesses Testify to Seeing 
Fatal Blow Struck. 













































Women in the Banker’s Company Say 
They Went Away When Fatal 
Quarrel Was Started. 


Thomas J. Sharkey, the private detective 
accused of having caused the death of Nich- 
olas Fish, the banker, during an altercation 
at the Heinebund Café, 265 West Thirty- 
fourth Street, on Sept. 15, was held yester- 
day for the Grand Jury by Coroner Jack- 
son in $16,000 bail. He was taken back to 
the Tombs. rs 

That action‘ was taken by the Coroner 
after an inquest at which considerable tes- 
timony was heard regarding the circum- 
Stances leading up to the banker's death. 
And after a Coroner's jury, of which Lloyd 
Collis, a son of the late Gen. C. H. T. Collis, 
was foreman, had brought in a verdict 
holding Sharkey responsible. The jury spent 
only twenty minutes over their delibera- 
tions. 

The principal witnesses at the inquest 
were Mrs. Libbie Phillips of 439 West 
Thirty-fourth Street; Mrs. Nellie Casey, 
and Mrs. Margaret Pickel, the three women 
who were with Mr. Fish in the saloon on 
the day of his death. 

Mrs. Casey gave her address as 439 West 
Thirty-ninth Street, and said her husband 
was a musician and lived with her. 

“‘T entered the saloon with Mrs. Phillips 
and my sister, Mrs. Pickel,’’ she said. ‘Mr. 
Fish was sitting at cne table, Mr. Sharkey 
at another. We joined Mr. Fish, to whom 
we were introduced by Mrs. Phillips, Mrs. 
Phillips introduced Mr. Fish either as Mr. 
Jones or Mr. Brown. I don’t remember 
which.” 

The witness said that after a. while Mrs. 
Phillips, who knew Sharkey, turned around 
and asked him to join the company. Mr. 
Fish was introduced to Mr. Sharkey as 
“Mr. Brown” or “ Mr. Jones.” 

“Mr. Fish produced his checkbook,” con- 
tinued Mrs. Casey, ‘‘and told the waiter 
he wanted a check cashed. When he was 
refused he grew very angry. Mr. Sharkey 
told him he ought to know better than try 
to cash a check in a placé where he was 
not known. Mr. Fish then called Sharkey 
a vile name, and I got up and left.”’ 

The other women's testimony corrobor- 
ated that of Mrs. Casey. No testimony 
was brought out to show that any blows 
had passed before the one struck by 
Sharkey, which felled the banker and 
caused nis aeath. 

Sharkey, who had been brought into 
court from the Tombs and sat with his 
counsel, John Hoyer, was identified by 


Archibald Anderson, eleven years old, of 
259 West Thirty-fourth Street, as the man 
who struck the banker. The boy said 
Sharkey struck Mr. Fish either in the neck 
or chest as the latter came through the 
door. After standing over the prostrate 
form of his victim for a moment, he ran 
away. Another witness also testified to 
seeing Sharkey strike the blow. Policemen 
Trojan and Flannelly of the West Thirty- 
seventh Street Station, who arrested 
Sharkey, testified that he had admitted 
striking Fish, but only after the latter had 
struck him.

John Mitchell, President of the United 
Mine Workers, left this city at noon yes- 
terday for his strike headquarters at 
Wilkesbarre, Penn., without trying to see 
any of the coal operators or their repre- 
sentatives. He intended at first to re- 
main until to-day, he said, to attend to 
some private matters, but changed his 
mind. District President John Fahy, who 
accompanied him here, left the city earlier 
in the day for Scranton, Penn. He was 
absent for an hour in the forenoon from 
the Ashland House, but said it was on pri- 
vate business. 

Mr. Mitchell during the forenoon talked 
over the long-distance telephone to several 
of his Neutenants in different parts of the 
anthracite coal regions. When he was seen 
he repeated his assertion that not a licensed 
miner had returned to work. 

‘“* The end lies with the operators,’’ he con- 
tinued, *‘ for we can remain out indefinite- 
ly. There is no forecasting the outcome of 
the strike, but it must not be forgotten 
that we won out in 1900. It is needless to 
discuss the merits of the dispute. I can 
simply say we are as firm in our demands 
as ever.” 

The assertion of Mitchell that not a 
licensed miner had gone back to work was 


declared preposterous by representatives 
of the coal-carrying companies yesterday.

The annual report of the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit Company for the fiscal year just 
ended was issued yesterday.

COURT ORDERS INQUIRY 
INTO PARK CONTRACT. 


Justice Smith Abruptly Stops Suit Over 
Sodding Bill. 


The testimony in the suit concerning city 
contracts on trial yesterday in the Supreme 
Court in Long Island City was such that 
Justice Smith stopped the case when it 
was half finished, and ordered that the 
city’s representatives investigate the facts 
and come into court with them. 

The action was brought by James Carroll, 
a contractor, against Patrick Meehan, an- 
other contractor, with whom George C. 
Clausen, as Commissioner of Parks, was 
coupled as co-defendant. The testimony 
showed that Meehan obtained a contract 
from the Park Department to do sodding 
in the parks in the upper part of Manhat- 
tan and in the Bronx. Meehan sublet the 
contract to Carroll, and another, and they 
did the work. 

Meehan paid Carroll and his associate 
for 68,000 square feet of work done. Car- 
roll testified he was content with this, as 
he considered it a fair measurement, until 
he learned that Meehan’s bill to the de- 
partment called for pay for 160,000 square 
feet of sodding done. 

He then decided that if Meehan was to 
be paid for 92,000 square feet more than he 
had allowed to him he should be paid pro- 
portionately and, to secure himself in the 
matter, sued out a lien on the money due 
to Meehan. This restrained the payment 
of the bill, and as Park Commissioner 
Clausen was the custodian of the money on 
which the lien had been placed he was 
made a party to the suit brought against 
Meehan by Carroll. 

Justice Smith personally asked several 
questions which tended to show by the 
answers that the 68,000 square feet actu- 
ally represented the work done. One of 
the lawyers in the case said that the suit 
was brought because Meehan refused to 
stand for a ‘“ shake-down.” 

Justice Smith then adjourned the case 
until Sept. 20 and instructed Assistant 
Corporation Counsel Blackwell to cause an 
investigation to be made by either his of- 
fice or the Controller's, or by some one 
competent to ascertain the facts. 

Mr. Blackwell, wno is Mr. Rives’s repre- 
sentative in Queens, was asked last night 
if anything had been done about the case. 
He said: 

‘The apparent facts brought out at the 
trial to-day, and which caused Justice 
Smith to stop the case and order an in- 
vestigation, were not a surprise to us. We 
knew of the situation, but took no action, 
as we wished the matter to become a mat- 
ter of court record. 

‘“We were a little surprised when tho 
court stopped the case, and disappointed as 
well, for we had hoped the case would go on 
further and more things be sworn to that 
we wished placed on record.” 


BELIEVE GRIEF KILLED HER. 


The dead body of Miss Mary Gruner was 
found in her room in the boarding house at 
117 West Forty-eighth Street yesterday. 
Investigation showed that the woman had 
not been murdered, as was at first sup- 
posed by Coroner Jackson. Nor was there 
the slightest indication that she committed 
suicide. 

The woman died, according to the police, 


in a paroxysm of grief on learning that 
a man who she said had promised to 
marry her had married another. So far 
did she allow her feelings to overcome her 
that it is assumed she burst a blood vessel. 
The police say that the report that the 
woman was strangied is unfounded. 

Miss Gruner came here from Salt Lake 
City ten days ago. She went to live with 
Mrs. M. F. Snead, at the Forty-eighth 
Street address. She went to work at 
dressmaking for Mrs. Oatman at 16 West 
Thirty-ninth Street. On Saturday Miss 
Gruner received a letter from Salt Lake 
City in which was a clipping announcing 
the marriage of Frederick T. McGuerrin to 
Estelle Crystal at Colorado Springs. She 
no sooner read the announcement than 
she fell in a faint. 

When she partly recovered she said she 
had known McGuirin since childhood. Six 
years ago they became engaged. It was 
agreed, the young woman said, that the 
marriage should take place soon after her 
coming to New York. Thé young woman

FIVE FAVORITES DEFEATED 





Andy Williams Won the Stake Event— 
Slipthrift Was the Only Choice 
to Win. 





The bidding up and claiming of selling- 
class horses made an enlivening side issue 
to the racing at the Gravesend track yes- 
terday, and furnished a measure of solace 
to the general public for the failure of a 
most unusual proportion of the popular 
favorites, 

The selling five and a half furlongs for 
maidens.two years old produced one of 
the sensations of the season, for after the 
favorite, Sweet Alice, well away, seemed 
to have the race won close on the post, 
the 100 to 1 outsider, Unterock, owned ‘by 
Miles Finlen and ridden by the stable boy 
Boisen, closed with a rush and just got up 
in time to win by a neck.

Frank 
Farrell's Bonnibert, who was beaten by 
State Senator P. H. McCarren’s two-year- 
old Mackay Dwyer a few days before, again 
finished behind the McCarren colors in the 
second race, Potente this time beating him. 
Senator McCarren backed his horse chiefly 
for third place, but it was said after the 
race that the result made a considerable 
addition to the huge winnings this season 
of the Brooklyn politician. 


The fast are Mabel Winn, who has 
made many shifts in her stable quarters 
since she was brought to New York 
was bought by 8S. S.° Brown for $3,000 
out of the fifth event, which she 
won, while from the same race Stuyve, 
also from the West, wasa claimed by 
W. C. Daly for $2,580 from W. T. Me- 
Grath, who in his turn claimed the horse 


only a few days before from the stable that 
brought Mabel Winn to the East. This was 
the sequel to a selling race fight that had 
its start at St. Louis, but which now has 
half a dozen Eastern horsemen entangled.

S. Weeks, New York Athletic Club; John 
T. Dooling, Xaxier Athletic Club; John 
Steil, New York Turn Verein; John J. 
Dixon, Forty-seventh Regiment Athletic 
Association of Brooklyn, and E. J. Rohner, 
Mohawk Athletic Club of the Bronx, wait- 
ed upon the Commissioner at his law of- 
fices at 80 Broadway at 2 P. M. yesterday, 
and presented the following petition: 

At the meeting of the Metropolitan Association 
of the Amateur Athletic Union held at the Astor 
House on Sent. 15, 1902, the following resolution 
was unanimously adopted by the delegates of the 
Greater New York athictic clubs representing an 
aggregate membership of over 12,000: 

Resolved, That the Metropolitan Association 
of the Amateur Athletic Union petition John E. 
Eustis, Commissioner of Parks, Borough of the 
Bronx, to include among the improvements of 
Macomb’s Dam Park, a running track and field, 
to be maintained by the City of New York as a 
public track and field under the direction of the 
Commissioner of Parks, 

Resolved, That a committee of six be appointed 
by the President to present this petition, and to 
co-operate with Park Commissioner Eustis and 
the municipal authorities, 

The Commissioner had read the petition 


carefully. He told the committee that he 


would do all in his power to aid them in 
their efforts, speaking in glowing terms of 
the benefits to be derived from an active 
outdoor life, attributing his good health to 


the fact that in the seventies he did consid- 
erable rowing and athletic work, and he 
expressed the desire to give the general 


























where they could pursue the different 
branches of sport in which they were in- 
terested. Regarding the track and field, he 
thought the best plan would be to lay out 
a quarter-mile track, with separate 
stretches for the sprints; a turf field for 
the field events, and the rest laid out in 
lawns. He also told the committee that

TIMES OF OCEAN RACERS. 


Victory of the Iroquois Conceded by 
Yachtsmen to be Best Accord- 
ing to Conditions.

Yachtsmen agree that the 210-mile ocean 
race between the-ynchts Coronet, Iroquois, 
Endymion, and Thistle, which was finished 
in that order on Sunday night, was the 
closest and best ever sailed for that dis- 
tance. The first prize, which goes to the 
Iroquois, owned by J. G. N. Whitaker of 
Philadelphia, is‘the Northeast End Light- 
ship Cup, presented by Commodore Robert 
E. Tod of the Atlantic Yacht Club. His 
yacht, the topsail schooner Thistle, sailed 
by her owner, although finishing fourth,. 
made a very good showing, considering that 
she was handicapped in the windward work 
by her yards on the foremost and not be- 
ing equipped for racing. That there were 


no accidents is regarded as proof of the 
stanch condition of the yachts and the skill 
of those who sailed them, for the wind and 
sea were heavy enough to compel coasting 
schooners to reef. The Iroquois was out in 
the blizzard of 1888 and weathered it with- 
out an accident. She was designed by Cary 
Smith, who designed Emperor William's 
yacht Meteor III.

INJURED BEARD CAUSED 
LOSS OF EMPLOYMENT. 


Cantor Kurtz Sues Railway Company 
for $10,000 Damages—Shaving 
: Was Necessary. 

Cantor Simon Kurtz has sued the Inter- 
urban Street Railway Company for $10,- 
000 damages because, as he has alleged, 
his beard was injured. In Leviticus is the 
phrase, “ Neither shallt thou mar the cor- 
ners of thy beard,’”’ and in other parts 
of the Old Testament is mentioned the in- 
junction that Jews must not shave off 
nor mar their beards. Although violated 
by many, it is obeyed generally by rabbis 
and cantors, and therefore Simon Kurtz 
has dectared that he has valid reasons for 
his suit. . 

Cantor Kurtz is sixty years old, and he 
lives at 148 Suffolk Street. His latest 
leading of chanting was in the synagogue 
on Attorney Street. On Sept. 8 he was 
stepping on a car on Clinton Street when, 
as he alleged, ‘“‘ having only one foot on 


the steps of car No. 80, it started up, 
threw him down, and dragged him for some 
distance.”’ 

His body was bruised, but the 
of which he complains principally 
described as follows: 

“The plaintiff, by profession a cantor in 
a synagogue, avers that, by reason of the 
injuries aforesaid, deponent was compelled 
to have his beard shaved off, in conse- 
quence whereof he has been refused em- 
ployment in the capacity as cantor, and 
sustained damage thereby.”’ 

It appears that to enable Dr. E. C. Elisen- 
berg of 76 Rivingston Street to sew up 
the wound in Kurtz's chin it became neces- 
sary to shave off the beard in spots. That 
ruined it, and made it appear scraggy.

THE DISSOLVING STRIKE. 

If the only effective resistance which 
the United Mine Workers can offer to 
the resumption of mining in hitherto idle 
pits and the increase of shipments over 
roads which have carried no coal for 
months is expressed in violence and in- 
8 cendiarism, the continuance of the strike 
4 is a crime against every interest in- 
, volved. That the policy of the oper- 
ators has greatly encouraged the turbu- 
lent miners and made them believe that 
they could force concessions if they held 















































out long enough is undoubtedly true. 
The basis of this hope is now dissolving. 
No one in the union, from MITCHELL 
down, expects to coerce the operators 
into granting any of the demands which 
stand as strike issues, or even into nego- 
tiating with the strike leaders relative 
to calling it off. No good result is ac- 
complished by “slugging” a miner now 
and then, or kindling a fire under the 
corner of a breaker, or wrecking the 
dwelling of a non-union man. The more 
of this we have the deeper the disgrace 
which will attend the failure of the strike 
to bring any benefit to those who took 
part in it. When a cause is lost it is 
lost, and what is sacrificed for it there- 
after is wasted. If MiTcHELL is loyal 
to the interests of the men who have 
followed him so long, he will put them 
in a position to negotiate for resump- 
tion independently of himself or his or- 
ganization; if not, he will probably at- 
tempt to hold his union together until 
what remains for its members will be 
what they can pick up after the men al- 
ready at work have secured the desira- 
ble assignments.

Those cheap 
rates will enable the important cities of 
Central New York to obtain iron ore and 
coal as cheaply as the lake ports and the 
Pennsylvania towns now obtain those raw 
materials, and will give the manufacturers 
of those cities a considerable advantage in 
freight charges upon products intended for 
export. Factories in the midst of farms, 
with cheap freight outlets, is the ideal con- 
dition for industrial prosperity. This con- 
dition will reach its highest point by devel- 
opment of the Erie Canal. 





MR. HAY’S PROTEST IN EUROPE. 

It was quite clear beforehand that Sec- 
retary Hay’s manly and generous pro- 
test against the behavior of Roumania 
would receive a sympathetic reception in 
England. We might have expected that 
Great Britain would follow it up with 
one of her own, as we are informed that 
she has done. For not only is Great Brit- 
ain also an asylum for the political ex- 
iles of Continental Europe, but Great 
Britain has felt some of the evils of a 
forced immigration which give us our 
right to complain. Our right is complete, 





since our interests are involved, although 
we were not a signatory to the treaty of 
3erlin. It is precisely because Rouma- 
nia is a creature of that treaty that we 
have the right to complain when conse- 
quences injurious to us flow from the 
violation by the creature of the Powers, 
of the law of its being. But Great Brit- 
ain, as a signatory of that treaty, has the 
advantage over us of having a technical 
as well as a moral right to be heard. 

It is, particularly “up to” 
Germany to initiate action, since not only 
was the Berlin Conference the child of 
BISMARCK’'s invention, and held at the 
instigation and under the auspices of 
Germany, but the incumbent of the Rou- 
manian throne erected by that confer- 
ence is a scion of the house of Hohen- 
zollern, and may not improperly be 
looked upon as the protégé of Prussia. 
It is therefore interesting to note the 
signs of what, if anything, Germany is

THE CANCER MYSTERY. 


Those who are looking to the results 
of special investigations now in prog- 


ress in Europe in the hope that they 
will solve the dread mystery of the can- 
cer have not much to encourage them in 
what has already been accomplished. 
In England, the Middlesex Hospital has 
a fine record for practical charity in 
making as comfortable as possible the 
last days of those who have passed 
beyond hope of relief from surgery, 
but its clinical researches have unfortu- 
nately contributed very little to the sum 
of human knowledge concerning this 
malady. During the century of its ex- 
there has been a considerable 
extension of knowledge respecting the 
nature and structure of the morbid 
conditions collectively termed cancer, but 
that is practically all. Pacer and 
VIRCHOW, by exact pathological work, 
laid the basis for a scientific study of 
the structures themselves, while the 
statistical work in various countries, 
in England, has rendered it 
possible to formulate some tentative 
conclusions with regard to the prevalence 
of the disease and its geographical dis- 
tribution. The microscope has revealed 
the fact that cancerous tissues are com- 
posed of the same elements as normal 
tissues, but why these normal tissues 
grow in an abnormal way and in ab- 
normal places is as much a mystery as 
ever. The work of the research labora- 
tories of the Middlesex Hospital con- 
sists chiefly in the refutation of theo- 
ries which have been advanced to ex- 
plain the phenomena of cancer. This 
has its value, no doubt, but it is really 
very little in proportion to that which 
would attach to one affirmative demon- 
stration. The net conclusion to be drawn 
from this mass of data is that every- 
thing pertaining to the cancer is ab- 
normal and that “in no case can any 
single examination be found to show any 
special characteristic that can be re- 
garded as specific or of the slightest 
diagnostic value.” 

On the Continent, Prof. von LEYDEN 
of Berlin has just published an account 
of the first three experiments made by 
him on human beings with the new 
cancer serum. He has not succeeded 
any more than experimenters before

Encouraged by this ex- 
perience, Prof. voN LEYDEN determined 
to make experiments upon human be- 
ings. Of three cases thus treated two 
died and one “showed no ill-effects.” 
In making a report of his work up to 
this point the professor says, with be- 
coming modesty: ‘We do not conceal 





complete; but think that their thera- 
peutic nature is justifiable and rational.” 
This is distinctly disappointing. Prac- 
tically, it leaves the subject where it 
has been since the beginnings of med- 
ical and surgical science. The man who 
solves the cancer mystery will win for 
himself while living and for his memory 
when dead a measure of honor which 
few have attained and still fewer so 
well deserved. 








TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 

——We are grieved to find in that highly 
valued visitor of ours, The New York Medi- 
cal Journal, the statement that ‘‘ one might 
as well argue with the ostrich on the folly 
of burying his head in the sand to escape 
observation as with a Christian Scientist 
on the existence of those particulars 
whereby alone we become cognizant of the 
existence of universals at all.’’ This is the 
concluding sentence of an otherwise en- 
tirely admirable little article on the case 
of that man out in Denver who, after pro- 
claiming for years that he had been cured 
of consumption by ‘“ Christian Science,” at 
last proved the thoroughness of his recov- 
ery by dying in—or on the steps of, some 
say—a ‘Christian Science church.” The 
Medical Journal treats the episode with a 
good humor which we ourselves have not 
always been able to maintain in dealing 
with such delusions and frauds, but even 
in jesting it should not have repeated that 
ancient calumny against the ostrich. The 
rest of us have excuses more or less valid 
for occasional lapses into carelessness, but 
doctors are expected to be exact about as- 
certainable facts, and not less so when 
having fun with an Eddyite than on other 
occasions. Now the old tale that ostriches 
seek to elude observation by hiding their 
heads in the sand is corroborated by the 
latter day naturalists, but, unlike their 
predecessors, they see nothing absurd in 
the practice—for ostriches—and hold that 
it demonstrates, not the bird's folly or stu- 
pidity, but that effective adaptation to 
environment which is the wisdom of ani- 
mals. The ostrich hides his head in the 
sand for the very good reason that, by so 
doing, he conceals the only part of his 
body the colors of which do not blend with 
and so disappear in those of the sandy re- 
gions where he lives. The ostrich some- 
times trusts too much and too long to his 
one trick, but that is only because he has 
not yet had time to revise his rules and get 
them into perfect accord with new condi- 
tions. He will do so after a while—if he 
lives long enough—which is all that can 
be said, for instance, of the British Army. 
Meanwhile the head-hiding trick serves its 
designed end oftener than it fails, and it 
gives our learned contemporary no warrant 
at all for comparing the ostrich, who al- 
ways utilizes the lessons of experience to 
the full extent of his by no means con- 
temptible powers, with those particularly 
and willfully silly birds, the ‘“‘ Christian 
Scientists.”’ 


—Buffalo must be a city peculiarly fort- 
unate in the management of its electric 
cars. In commenting, the other day, upon 
the Pittsfield accident, we said that “the 
President's carriage was run down because 
this trolley line, like practically every 
other trolley line, is doing a railroad busi- 
ness on horse-car principles.’”” A demand 
to be numbered among the exceptions im- 
plied in our cautious “ practically”’ has 
been made nowhere else than in Buffalo, 
so far as we have noticed; but The Com- 
mercial of that city, while admitting that 
our criticism ‘fits the Pittsfield case and 
no doubt applies to the electric service of 
some cities and of many suburban lines,” 
declares that it does not apply to the 
company which serves Buffalo and its vi- 
cinity. . ‘‘We only note the exception,” 
says The Commercial, “to show that a 
trolley line may be managed safely and 
successfully on railroad, not horse-car, 
principles. With the appliances and safe- 
guards used on the big electrics in Buffalo, 
supplemented by a system of bonuses to 
employés who are responsible for no acci- 
dents in a given time, and by good disci- 
pline, an electric railway can be run in a 
large city, on ‘railroad principles,’ with 
fewer accidents than the horse-car sys- 
tem. Local experience proves it.” Of 
course we never thought of questioning 
the possibility of reducing the dangers in- 
cidental to fast electric service with large 
and heavy cars to, or even below, those 
that remain on the best-managed steam 
roads, and we are glad to hear that this 
has already been done in Buffalo. In time 
it will be—must be—done everywhere. The 
means for it are already all at hand in 
the shape of improved brakes, systems of 
signals, devices for the protection of cross- 
ings, and the like. It only remains for 
the managers of the trolley companies to 
make the necessary expenditures to insure 
safety, and to secure—by paying for them— 
employés intelligent and skillful enough to 
utilize the products of the American in- 
ventors. An enlightened and vigorously 
expressed public sentiment would go far 
toward helping the managers to realize 
the passing of the horse-car age. 


—A curious no-thoroughfare is develop- 
ing in the shipping business—one which is 
rather amusing in itself, though the victims 
of it sometimes find it sufficiently tragical. 
The various steamship lines, or at least 
those running into and out of this port, are 
making what seems to be a concerted effort 
to secure a better class of subordinate of- 
ficers, and, with this end in view, they are 
establishing the policy, if not yet the out- 
and-out rule, that their second mates as 
well as their first mates must have mas- 
ters’ certificates. But, under the law as ¢t 
is, a mate cannot get a master’s certificate, 
no matter what his theoretical qualifica- 
tions as shown in examination, until he has 
had a year of actual experience in the 
subordinate. position, The result is that 
men who have been second mates less than 
a year are discharged as not meeting the 
new requirements, and they find them- 
selves not only out of their old employment, 
but practicaliy excluded from any chance 
of fitting themselves for securing it else- 
where. Their situation, in its logical anal- 
ysis, comes to this, that they cannot be 
even a second mate without a Captain's 
papers, and the latter they cannot secure 
unless they have been a second mate for 
at least a year. At present, perhaps, this 
regulation is used chiefly to get rid of men 
who have proved themselves poor material 
for development into Captains, but it works 
real hardship, sometimes, and along the 
water front they are telling stories that 
hint at the utilization of opportunities for 
‘getting even’’ with subordinates who 
have given offense without doing any real 
or seripus wrong. As the new idea will 
tend ig the end to increase the safety of 
ocean (transportation, the traveling public 
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from ourselves that the results are in-, 







will probably be content to let the ship- 
owners and their employés work out their 
queer problem in their own time and way. 








—That ‘‘ Free-Trade Republican "’ whose 
somewhat passionate letter on “the eco- 
nomic question’? we published yesterday, 
used what was perhaps justifiable severity 
in characterizing the tariff ideas of 
Speaker HENDERSON, but did not our cor 
respondent prove himself to be decidedly 
behind the times by his repeated references 
to “labor-displacing machinery’”’ as the 
most considerable, though least consid- 
ered, feature of the existing situation? 
Talk about the displacement of men by 
machines is expected, even at this late day, 
from British labor agitators, for they have 
always shown the national 
abandon a mistaken notion in less than a 
century, but for Americans, whether free- 
trading Republicans—queer name, that—or 
others to indulge in such nonsense is dis- 
tinctly surprising. Here it is very com- 
monly appreciated, not less in union circles 
than elsewhere, that machinery displaces 
labor only in the sense of transferring it to 
a new place, and that, although it is often 
cruel, and sometimes fatal, to the indi- 
vidual, it is kind to the class in the end, 
and to the race at once and always. Our 
correspondent has grievances quite big 
enough to get excited about, but machinery 
is not one of them. Machines will never 
make more of anything than people are able 
and more or less willing to buy, and the 
ability and willingness are incompatible 
with the substitution of idleness and pov- 
erty for labor and wages. 


ON LIMITING APPRENTICES.

Those twentieth century communities of 
interests called ‘‘ trades unions” have for 
many years limited the number of ap- 
prentices, thereby denying to the rising 
generation their inalienable right to earn 
a living and learn a trade if they so desire. 
And yet there's not a daily paper in this 
whole city that dares to lift up its power- 
ful voice in denunciation of this terrible 
injustice which should cry out to the very 
gods for vengeance. 

Will not THE Tres stand up nobly and 
bravely in defense of the little men and 
women who cannot speak for themselves,

CHATRMAN GRIGGS SENDS 
WORD TO MR. HENDERSON 


Denies Personal Attack on the 
Speaker ‘Was Contemplated. 









































Head of the Democratic Congressional 
Committee Asserts that Mr. Roose- 
velt’s Ideas Are Those of 
the Democrats. 















Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. .—Congressman 
Griggs, Chairman of the Democratic Con- 
gressional Campaign Committee, sees in 
President Roosevelt's speeches while on his 
Western tour precisely what agrees, ac- 
cording to the Chairman’s ideas, with Dem- 
ocratic doctrine. 

“President Roosevelt is our strongest 
speaker,”’ said Judge Griggs to-night, with 
a broad and satisfied smile. ‘‘ The Presi- 
dent,”’ continued Judge Griggs, ‘is crys- 
tallizing the popular belief which is just at 
this time electrifying the minds of the peo- 
ple of this country, that the trusts should 
be regulated. At the same time that the 
President is crystallizing this belief, he is 
telling the people in almost direct language 
that they can expect nothing from his 
party in the way of remedial legislation, at 
least not for years. 

“With this in mind, the people will real- 
ize that the Democratic Party is the party 
and the only party ready for action now. 
There is absolutely no ground for the Pres- 
ident’s warning that the Democratic Party 
would destroy both the trusts that do ill 
and the trusts that do good, as he terms 
them, as well as the general prosperity of 
the country. The Democratic Party will be 
just as careful in administering its trust 
medicine as the Republican Party can be. 
We shall neither destroy the business in- 
terests of the country nor injure the wage 
earners. We are as patriotic as the Repub- 
lican Party and we are not opposed to 
vested rights, or to property as such. We 
simply favor giving every man an equal 
chance in the race of life, and wherever 
the tariff ‘ shelters the trusts,’ as we know 
it does, We propose to so modify it as to 
remedy the evil. The President admits 
that the removal of the tariff from some of 
the trust products that do ill might be a 
remedy. The people know that this would 
be a remedy, and the more the President 
talks along these lines, the better will the 
Democrats be satisfied.”’ 

In commenting on Chairman Babcock’s 
confidence of Republican success in the 
Fall elections, Mr. Griggs said he could not 
exactly figure out Mr. Babcock’s philoso- 
phy. Though he is confident that the Re- 
publicans will control the Fifty-eighth 
Congress, he at the same time predicts that 
they will lose some members. 
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“Mr. Babcock may know more about 
sliding down hill than I do, but I never 
yet have been able to understand how a 
man who begins to slide down can know 
exactly the point above the bottom at 
which he will or can stop.’ 

Mr. Griggs ascribes no other reason for 
Speaker Henderson's withdrawal’ from the 
race in his home district than that as- 
signed by the Speaker himself in his 


declination on the tariff. 

“I regret very much that it should have 
been stated that the Democratic managers 
have been contemplating any personal at- 
tack on Gen, Henderson,’ continued Mr. 
Griggs. ‘*‘ Nothing has been further from 
our intentions. I believe Mr. Henderson 
retired from the race because of the rea- 
sons he gave. To believe anything else, it 
seems to me, would be a reflection upon his 
integrity as a man and his standing as a 
Republican. I believe what he says, 
whether his professed friends believe it or 
not. 

“This only accentuates the fact that the 






tariff reform is coming in spite of any- 
thing the Republican leaders may do or 
say, The people are tired of fostering 


industries, which charge us higher prices 
for American-made goods than they charge 
aliens for the same class of goods. This 
is creating a strong sentiment in favor 
of a proper revision of the Dingley tariff 
law, as it ought to do,”

RIGHTS OF FEDERAL EMPLOYES. 


The President of the New York State 
Republican Club in Washington 
Raises the Question.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—The New

A committee 
was appointed to see Mr. Palmer and get 
at the facts in the matter, and also to ask 
the Civil Service Commission to give an 
opinion. 





SEVENTH DAY ADVENTISTS SPLIT. 


White and Colored Members of Wash- 
ington Church Finally Separate.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—The Seventh 
Day Adventists have for many years main- 
tained a church here where both white and 
colored people have attended together. The 
practice has not worked well and led yes- 
terday to a formal separation of the two 
races. Two clergymen representing the 
General Conference of the Church were sent 
here to adjust the business of separation. 

It was agreed to leave the church prop- 
erty in possession of the colored members, 
and the white ones will buy and build for 
themselves. The conference has sent a 
white and a colored pastor for the divided 
congregations.

Entrance’ Only for President 
jand His Family.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—The north door 
of the White House, through which for a 
century visitors have passed, will hereafter 
be the entrance only for the President and 
his immediate family, domestic and offi- 
cial. 

Visitors will henceforth enter through the 
new eastern basement door. Where fore 
merly was the laundry will now be the en- 
trance hall, and a wide staircase up which 
the visitor will ascend to the President’s 
room. There will really be four White 
House entrances under the new order. The 
politfcians and business callers will go to 
the temporary office building on the west 
of the grounds; the diplomats and the like 
will be received at the south front basement 
entrance; family and personal eallers at 
the old front door, while the great crowds 
for the Winter receptions will enter near 
the Treasury through the new terrace. 

The porte cochere there will accommodate 
four carriages at a time. There will be en- 
trances also for persons on foot, but all 
leading to the same dressing and cloak 
rooms, which will be arranged so that the 
incoming tide will not interfere with the 
outgoing one. 

The only essential partition change of the 
White House first floor is that by which 
the state dining room absorbs the west end 
of the main corridor, where the stairway 
used to be. The Red, Blue, and Green 
Rooms will remain. The East Room is 
much the same, except that it will be more 
beautiful. 
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SEVEN MORO FORTS CAPTURED. 


Capt. Pershing’s Force Killed Twenty- 
five Filipinos and Wounded Twenty, 
with No American Casualties. 


MANILA, Sept. 22.—Up to Sunday the 
force commanded by Capt. John J. Pere 
shing of the Fifteenth Infantry, operating 
against the Moros in the Island of Min- 
danao, had met with slight resistance and 
had captured seven forts, killed twenty-five 
and wounded twenty Moros. There were no 
American casualties. 

Capt. Pershing’s’ courier reached Brig. 
Gen. Samuel S. Sumner at Camp Vicars 
to-day. The Captain reported that he first 
moved on Goanan, where the troops took 
three forts. They then pushed’on to Bayn- 
bao and captured two forts. From there 
the column proceeded to Sanir and capt- 


ured two more forts. From Pantnan to 
Sanir, in the country dominated by the 
Sultans of Uali and Butig and the two 
Sultans of Macin, the column was fre- 
quently fired upon. 

Capt. Pershing communicated with the 
Macin Sultans, but they refused to recog- 
nize the Americans. 


When the courier departed Capt. Pershing 
had planned to atiack Macin to-day. Macin 
is situated a short march from Sanir, where 
the troops rested. 

Gen. Sumner has forwarded additional 
rations to Capt. Pershing, so as to permit 
him to keep in the field if Macin offers 
serious resistance. 


As announced in a dispatch from Manila 
Sept. 19, Capt. John J. Pershing, at the 
head of a battalion of infantry, two troops 
of cavalry, and two guns, left Camp Vicars, 
Island of Mindanao, on Wednesday, Sept. 
17, to operate against the Sultan of Butig, 
whose fort is situated seven miles southeast 
of Camp Vicars.

Basel by the arrival there of hundreds of 
Roumanian refugees, who have come in 
the hope of finding homes in England or the 
United States. Most of them are utterly 
destitute and have no means of proceeding 
further on their journey. 

The Swiss authorities will not allow the 
refuges to settle in Switzerland, because 
they are destitute. They have been rele- 


gated to one common room in the railway 
Station, and are receiving temporary aid 
from the local authorities. Their increasing 
numbers, however, are leading to embar- 
rassment. Some of them are in a terrible 
condition, and a visiting doctor found a 
starving mother holding a naked baby in 
her arms.

“The answer is obvious; if this increase

**Memory,” Lord Rosebery once re- 
marked, ‘‘is that familiar and comfortable 
feeling that steals over one when one hears 
the good things of one’s friends.”’ It was 
with the kindliest of suggestions that the 
saying came to mind last night at Daly’s 
Theatre in hearing the opening perform- 
ance of the new musical comedy, “ The 
Country Girl.” The feeling of the piece 
was familiar in the very best sense, and it 
was exceedingly comfortable and refresh- 
ing. 

The book is by James T. Tanner, with 
lyrics by Adrian Ross and Percy Green- 
bank, and the music is by Lionel Monck- 
ton, with additional lyrics and numbers by 
Paul Rubens—a coterie of gentlemen who 
were largely responsible for ‘‘San Toy” 
and “The Geisha.” The lines and the 
music were in the spirit of their predcces- 
sors, and of course traced their lineage be- 
yond them and back to Gilbert and Sulll- 
van. Yet in one way the lineage was 
oblique, for instead of passing through 
China and Japan to ‘“‘the Mikado,’’ the 
new piece traced back to ‘‘ Patience” and 
“Tolanthe,”’ which is to say that it took 
place on English soil, and dealt almost en- 
tirely with English characters. 

The first act disclosed a scene in Devon- 
shire, in the open country, and the action, 


in so far as it had to do with anything in 
particular, had to do with a Parliamentary 
election. There was a chorus of the lasses 
of Devonshire, who, as every one knows, 
are famous for their beauty, and are thus 
particularly fitted to be represented by a 
chorus. There were also various gentlefolk 
of the neighborhood, who achieved the 
necessary change of costume by donning 
smock frocks, in order to ingratiate the 
rustic electors. The second act took place 
after the election in a supposititious Minis- 
try of Fine Arts in Westminster, where the 
parties to the play appeared in gorgeous 
masquerade. 

There was a pretense of political satire in 
the manner of “ Patience,’’ but it was a 
rare quantity, and its quality at best was 
somewhat less than Gilbertian—as what 
satire nowadays is not? 

The costumes were rich without bein 
ungodly. Skirts trailed on the floor, an 
there was scarcely a flash of the pink of 
impropriety. One could not help recalling 
how of yore Miss Nancy McIntosh got the 
name of a prude in certain circles of Broad- 
way society by appearing at the old Daly’s 
Theatre as the Circus Girl in extenuated 
bareback skirts. If she had appeared last 
night in her old costume among Mr. Daniel 
Frohman’'s retainers she would have 
brought the blush of shame to the cheek 
of modistery. Judged by the old standards 
in musical comedy the piece would have to 
be reckoned a failure. Except when Miss 
Mary Welch was performing spirited and 
catchy skirt dances, *“‘ The Country Girl” 
hadn't a leg to stand on. 

The central figure among the people on 
the stage was Mr. William Norris, who has 
ceased to be one of our very best char- 
acter actors—his creations of the secretary 
in ‘“‘ His Excellency the Governor,’ and of 
the Yiddish scamp poet in Zangwill's 
“Children of the Ghetto,’"’ were artistic 
triumphs of the highest order—to take 
leading parts in musical comedy. He cre- 
ated the part of King Dodo, played here 
by Raymond Hitchcock, but thisis his first 
star appearance in New York. His part 
was not unlike those usually taken by James 
T. Powers, and his manner. was alert and 
spirited; but as yet he lacks Mr. Pow- 
ers’s breadth and unction. He scored all 
the laughs there were, however, and was 
indubitably a success.

COLOMBIAN TROOPS 
MADE 10 DISARM 


Not Allowed to Use the Isthmus 
Railway Otherwise. 








ARMS GO ON SEPARATE TRAIN 





Order by Commander McLean WIiIl, It 
Is-Expected, Create a Storm of 
Disapproval—The Pan- 
ther at Colon. 





WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—The Navy De- 
partment is in receipt of the following 
cablegram from Commander McLean of the 
cruiser Cincinnati, dated Colon, Sept. 20: 

“The United States guards and guaran- 
tees traffic and the line of transit. To-day 
I permitted the exchange of Colombian 
troops from Panama to Colon, about 1,000 
men each way, the troops without arms, in 
train, guarded by American naval force in 
the same manner as other passengers. 
Arms and ammunition in separate train 
guarded also by naval force in the same 
manner as other freight.”’ 

Officials of the Colombian Legation here 
predict that a storm of disapproval will 
arise in Colombia as a result of Command- 
er McLean's action in disarming the troops 
before their passage across the isthmus. 
It is stated that Colombia's agreement with 
the Panama Railroad Company specifically 
provides for the transportation of Colom- 
bian soldiers by the railroad when occasion 
arises, and the Commander's action is re- 
garded at the legation as a direct infringe- 
ment of Colombia’s sovereignty over the 
isthmus. 

Commander McLean, in having the troops 
transported in a separate train from their 
arms, is acting apparently in accordance 
with his construction of that part of Secre- 
tary Moody's instructions. cabled on Sat- 
urday, which read: 

“Any transportation of Government 
troops, not in violation of treaty, and 
which would not endangér transit or pro- 
voke hostilities, may not be objectionable. 
The department must rely upon your judg- 
ment to decide such questions as conditions 
may arise from day to day.” 

Naval officers say the Commander evi- 
dently believed that the transportation of 
troops, rifles in hand and cartridge belts 
full, might ‘“ provoke hostilities’’ while 
they were en route across the isthmus and 
create an interruption of traffic. 

A belief, which has grown so strong that 
it no longer can be disregarded, is held in 
Central and South American diplomatic 
quarters here in regard to the latest and, 
in point of numbers, almost unprecedented 
dispatch of a United States naval force to 
the isthmus. This belief (and it should be 
stated that the impression prevails in spite 
of emphatic expressions made by high of- 
ficials of the United States Government to 
the contrary) is that the large force which 
has been sent to keep traffic open .across 
the isthmus will prevent, by its very pres- 
ence, the continuation of hostilities along 
the railroad on any extensive scale, and 
soon bring them to a halt altogether; that 
the force has been sent there in anticipa- 
tion of an early signature of the Panama 
Canal treaty, and that it will be kept there 
to maintain order and quiet along the strip 
of land from Panama to Colon, which, by 


the terms of the prospective treaty, the 
United States is to control. 


COLON, Sept. 22.—The United States 
auxiliary cruiser Panther, from the League 
Island avy Yard, with a battalion of 
marines on board, arrived here at 3 P. M. 

Efforts are being made to secure suita- 
ble quarters for the American marines, 


BOSTON, Sept. 22.—Rear Admiral Cogh- 
lan of the Olympia, now in Boston Harbor, 
to-day received a telegram ordering him to 
report at the Navy Department in Wash- 
ington to talk over the situation on the 
isthmus. He left Boston at once. 

The Olympia, upon receiving orders, will 
proceed at once to the scene of trouble. 

Col. Percival C. Pope of the Marine Corps 
announced to-day at the navy yard that a 
detachment of marines would soon leave 
for Coion. 


COLOMBIAN REBELS RETREAT. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—The following 
dispatch. dated to-day, was received at the 
Colombian Legation to-night from Gov. 
Salazar of the Department of Panama: 

**Rebels have retreated to Agua Dulce. 
Railway traffic perfectly free. The interior 
of Colombia completely pacified. To-day 
additional reinforcements reached Colon 
from Barranquilla. Rebels admit hopeless- 
ness of their cause.”’ 

The legation officials assert that the re- 
treat of the rebels to Agua Dulce marks 
practically the collapse of the rebellion. 
For a long time the only important revolu- 
tionary movement, they say, has been in 
the Department of Panama. Agua Dulce is 
eight days’ hard march from Panama, 

The large number of troops being con- 


centrated in and around Panama and Colon, 
the legation es eae yt say, will fore- 
stall the probability of any attack by the 
rebels even should they rally their forces at 
Agua Dulce. The opinion is expressed at 
the legation that the rebels will either be 
forced across the boundary line into Costa 
Rica, where they will be disarmed, or at- 
tempt to reach Corinto, Nicaragua. 








IRISH M. P.’S IN JAIL. 


LONDON, Sept. 23.—Edmund Haviland 
Burke, M. P.; Michael Reddy, M. P., (Chair- 
man of the Birr, King’s County, Rural 
District Council;) William Lowry, (Chair- 
man of the Birr Board of Guardians,) and 
Michael Hogan have been arraigned under 
the Crimes act at Birr, charged with in- 
timidating shopkeepers into joining the 
United Irish League. 

A summons was also issued for John 
O'Donnell, M. P., on the same charge, but 
he wrote from Wales refusing to obey it. 
P. L. J. Lennon, a member of the league, 
was summoned, but failed to appear. 

On the application of the Crown Counsel, 
the summons against Mr. O'Donnell was 
dismissed. . 

The hearing in the case of Burke, Reddy, 
Lowry, and Hogan was adjourned, and the 
four men were remanded in custody. Burke 
refused to accept bail, because the others 
were not permitted to do so. 

J.P. Farrell, M. P., has been arraigned 
at Longford charged with publishing in- 
timidating articles in his newspaper, The 
Longford Leader. The examinations have 
be ig at Dublin of the editor, manager, 
and publisher of The Irish People, who are 
also charged with publishing intimidatory 
articles. The Magistrates refused an 
application made by_the defendants to 
subpoena the Right Hon. George Wynd- 
ham, Chief Secretary for Ireland, and other 
Government officials as witnesses. 

A mass meeting of Nationalists was held 
yesterday at Wexford to protest against 
the Government’s Crimes act prosecutions. 
William H. K. Redmond, M. P., in a 
speech, intimated that he had no intention 
of answering the summons of the King’s 
Bench Division of the High Court to ap- 
pear to-morrow. 


IRISH LAND CONFERENCE PLAN. 








LONDON, Sept. 23.—The Duke of Aber- 
corn and Lord Barrymore having both 
declined to attend Capt. Shawe Taylor's 
proposed Irish land conference, it is prob- 
able that the conference will not now be 
held. 


Capt. Taylor is a prominent landlord of 
Andrahan. At the beginning of this month 
he published a letter inviting the Duke 


of Abercorn, John E, Redmond, M. P., 
Lord Barrymore, Col. Sanderson, M. P., 
the Lord Mayor of Dublin, T. P. O’Connor, 
M. P., William O’Brien, M. P., and T. W.

The Clearing House Associa- 
tion, however, requires by a tacit rule that 
the State banks shall keep their reserves 
up to those of the National banks. When 
it was stated, therefore, that the banks 
showed a deficit in reserves required, it 


was intended to mean reserves required by 
the Clearing House. 

In speaking of the situation yesterday 
Vice President Vanderlip of the National 
City Bank said: 

“The deficit of Saturday means abso- 
lutely nothing in the face of ample deposits. 
The law requires National banks to have a 
reserve of 25 per cent. of net deposits. 
That is a safety reserve. With a deficit of 
a million and a half, it is only a fraction of 
& per cent. below this, and 25 per cent. is 
an ample fraction of safety. If it should 
come to a deficit amounting to a respecta- 
ble percentage, it would be serious, even 
when the causes for low reserves in the 
banks here are legitimate and the low re- 
serves.mean healthy~business conditions.

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DEVERY OUTWITTED 
‘HS ADVERSARIES 


His Delegation Elected at the 
Designated Place. 








Convention Held in a Loft Opposite the 
Rooms of the Horatio Seymour 
Club—Goodwin’s Contest- 
ing Delegation. 





William S. Devery outgeneraled his Dem- 
ocratic opponents in the Ninth District last 
evening. The call issued by Tammany 
Hall for the convention to elect delegates 
from the district to the Saratoga Conven- 
tion directed that it be held at 293-295 
Eighth Avenue, the headquarters of the 
Horatio Seymour Club, the Frank J. Good- 
win organization. Devery caused the belief 
that his delegates would meet at 264 Highth 
Avenue, one of the ex-Chief's headquar- 
ters, or at his home, 310 West Twenty- 
eighth Street. His adversaries chuckled, 
thinking that a convention held at any 
other place than that designated by the 
Tammany Hall committee would be illegal 
and furnish an additional basis to refuse 
Devery and his colleagues admission to the 
State Convention. 

Devery said nothing, but early yesterday 
morning-he had hired for a week, paying 
the rent in advance and securing the keys, 
the loft occupied by Leo Stevens, an aero- 
naut, at 293 Highth Avenue, immediately 
across the hall from the Horatio Seymour 
Club. It was only when Devery’s friends 
began to move in chairs and tables that 
the Goodwinites realized what had been 
done. Then they sent for Mr. Stevens and 
sought to have him repudiate his agreement 
with Devery. 

Mr. Stevens declined, remarking: = 
would have let the loft to you, if you had 
applied for it. It has been engaged and 
paid for, and I cannot be so dishonorable 
as to repudiate an agreement made in good 
faith.”’ 

The Devery delegates assembled at 264 
Eighth Avenue at 7:30 o’clock. Addressing 
them the ex-Chief said: 

‘ Boys; the people of this district have se- 
lected you to name delegates to the State 
Convention. There is a lot of talk of re- 
fusing us admission. But it won't go, Let’s 
see if we're all here.”’ 

The roll was called, showing twenty ab- 
One vf the delegates shouted: 

There's a whole bunch of ’em down at the 
door.”” They were sent for, and when they 
arrived Mr. Devery continued: 

‘See here, boys, we must hold our con- 
vention at 293-295 Eighth Avenue. The 
Tammany Hall call says so. We must de- 
mand admittance to the Horatio Seymour 
Club; and, if it is refused, we have a hall in 
the same building where we can meet. But 


the police may hold us out of the building. 
lf they do I want you all to stand as close 
together as possible. Be orderly, and, if we 
can't get in, we'll elect delegates on the 
sidewalk, and youse all want to stand close 
to the gutter so as not to obstruct the walk. 
Now we'll go. Remember what I've told 
vou. 

‘I would suggest,’’ interposed Francis 
Sullivan, “‘that the Chair appoint a com- 
mittee of five to make a demand for ad- 
mission to the Horatio Seymour Club, and 
report back to this meeting.” 

The motion was seconded and adopted, 
and Mr. Devery appointed as the commit- 
tee Matthew O'Gorman, James Cummings, 


sentees., 


John Nash, Frederick Cruger, and Owen 
Kane. The committeemen went out and 
the others foilowed, with Devery in the 


lead, and a crowd at their heels. 

Before the ex-Chief reached the head of 
the first flight of stairs at 293-205, the 
sound of the closing of a door quickly and 
forcibly indicated that his committee had 
been denied admission to the club’s rooms, 
but Mr. Devery and his followers were not 
interfered with in entering the Stevens 
loft. Capt. Walsh, Sergeant Churchill, and 
several policemen were in the hallway, 
but there was no interference. 

The Devery and Goodwin conventions 
were held at the same time behind closed 


doors. At the Goodwin convention Will- 
iam P. Gallagher presided and Patrick 
H. Bird was Secretary. This delegation 
was named: . 

Delegates—Frank J. Goodwin, John Noonan, 
Alfred J. Talley. 

Alternates—James J. Dunphy, Albert E. Hull, 
John H. Bambury. 


Mr. Goodwin said after the convention: 

“It is our purpose to contest the admis- 
sion of the Devery delegates to the State 
Convention. We know what we are doing. 
Our opposition will be based on the grounds 
stated in my protest to the Tammany Hall 
Executive Committee last Friday, ‘when I 
charged that Devery had succeeded by 
gross fraud and bribery.” 

“Have you received any encouragement 
from the State Committee to make a con- 
test?’ he was asked. 

“Well, no, not exactly,’’ he_ replied, 
*“‘but we will make a contest all the same. 
We would not elect delegates if we did not 
intend to make a fight, would we?” 

At the Devery convention Dr. William 
J. Stewart presided, with John J. Daly as 
Secretary, and this delegation was chosen:

Although not instructed, the delegates, it 


was said, will favor the nomination of Bird 


S. Coler for Governor. 

Ex-Chief Devery remarked as the conven- 
tion adjourned: 

“ All we want is fair play. At the pri- 
maries Sheehan and Goodwin picked out 
five or six policemen for each polling place. 
{ had none. Goodwin picked out the In- 
spectors, yet I won out because the people 
was with me. I asked for no police to- 


night, yet there are plenty of them here. 
We've met and elected delegates, and we'll 
sit in the State Convention. We'll leave on 
Monday morning on a special train of our 


own, and we'll take a respectable crowd 
with us.” 

While the ex-Chief was talking, a stran- 
ger edged near by so that he could hear 
what was said. Devery noticed him and 


cxclaimed: 

* Excuse .us, please. This talk is not for 
you. You'll please step back.’’ 

As the man did so Devery remarked: 
“That's one of McCullagh’s deputies.” 
Then, glancing around, he continued: 

*‘ Balloons is made here, and there'll soon 
be a whole lot of fellows going up in the 
air after this is over. I'm going to get up 
a balloon that will lift the Horatio Sey- 
mour Club out of sight. And I want to 
say, too, that this is a home-rule delega- 
there will be 


tion. No outsiders on it like 
on many of the delegations to be chosen to- 
night. I may not get the glad hand at 


Saratoga, but I'll be there all right, ahd no 
ace-high McGuire or any ‘two spot’ will 
keep me out of the convention hall. I'll 
carry everything before me.”’ 

Chairman George W. Plunkitt of the Tam- 
many Hall Committee on Elections yester- 


day morning gave the credentials for the 
Ninth District to Peter J. Garvey, one of 
Mr. Devery’s lieutenants. 





TAMMANY’S STATE DELEGATES.

Tammany Hall adopted new taciics yes- 
terday in the selection of delegates to the 
Democratic State Convention at Saratoga. 
Wherever possible, men of prominence and 
influence, who have not for a long time 
been active in local Democratic affairs 
were induced to go on delegations, some 
from districts én which they do not re- 
side. 

Among the delegates elected are au- 
gust Belmont, John A. McCall, James T. 
Woodward, President of the Hanover Na- 
tional Bank; Charles R. Miller, Col. Frank- 
lin Bartiett, J. Edward Simmons, President 
of the Fourth National Bank; James Still- 
man, President of the City Bank; ex-Con- 
troller Ashbel P. Fitch, John B. McDonald, 
James W. Gerard, Perez M. Stewart, Super- 
intendent of the Building Department, and 
Nathan Straus. Borough President Jacob 
A. Cantor was invited to go as a delegate 
frem the Tenth District, but he declined 
with thanks for “‘ the compliment.” 

The injunction obtained by Percival E. 
Nagle prevented the holding of a conven- 
tion in the Thirty-fourth District, but 
Leader-elect Eugene McGuire and his fol- 
lowers assembled at the Pattowatomie

NAGLE GETS INJUNCTION. 


Board of Elections Restrained from Is- 
suing Certificates to Apparently 
Elected Delegates in His 
District. 


Percival E. Nagle, the apparently defeat- 
ed leader of Tammany Hall in the southern 
half of the Thirty-fourth Assembly Dis- 
trict, secured from Justice Blanchard, in 
the Supreme Court, yesterday, a tempo- 
rary injunction that restrains the Board 
of Election Commissioners from issuing 
certificates of election to delegates declared 
elected in that district in the recent Dem- 
ocratic primaries. 

The application seeks to bring about an- 
other election in the district on the ground 
that the recent election was not regular. 
A part of the Thirty-fourth District is in 
Manhattan Borough and the other part is 
in the Bronx, and that furnishes the basis 
for Nagle's fight. 

Explaining the application, William P. 
Schoen, one of Mr. Nagle’s attorneys, said: 

“ The tickets presented to the electors of 
the south side and north side contained 
the names of the full quota of candidates 
for the County General Committee and the 
various conventions to which the entire 
district was entitled, whereas separate bal- 
lots should have been provided for the elect- 
ors of the south side and the north side. 
The ticket headed by Percival E. Nagle 
received a majority of the votes in the 
south side over the tickets headed by his 
opponents, John Haveron:and John F. 
Cowan, and on the north side the ticket 
headed by Eugene J. McGuire received a | 
plurality of the votes cast over that of his | 
opponents, August Moebus and Anthony 
McOwen. 

‘**Under a proper election the deiegates 
elected to the County Committee from the 
south side would have chosen Percival E. 
Nagle as a member of the Tammany Exec- 
utive Committee and the north side would 
have chosen Eugene McGuire. The tickets 
of Nagle and Moebus contained exactly the 
same names as those of the other contest- | 
ants, and because the tickets headed with 
the names of their opponents received a 
larger vote the Board of Elections: was 
going to issue certificates of election to the 
candidates on the opposing tickets. This 
would deprive Mr. agile of his right to 
representation in the Executive Committee 
to which the vote on the south side entitled 
him.”’ 

Mr. Nagle, when questioned as to his 
course, said he would make a fight to ine 
last, as he believed the people wanted him 
for leader. He said: 

“The people here didn’t know of this 
combination between Haveron and Cowan. 
I am going to make a fight on the ground 
that the election was carried by fraud. On 
the tickets used by the Haveron-Cowan 
combine in the south district they jad 
printed at the top, ‘ Borough of Manhattan ’ 
and in the north half of the McGuire-Mc- 
Owen combination had the ticket headed 
‘Borough of the Bronx.’ Now that was 
not right, and it should have been as it was 
on my ticket, ‘ Boroughs of Manhattan and 
the Bronx.’ ™* 4 

The case is to be argued at 10:30 o’clock 
this morning before Justice Blanchard. 

Nagle polled 1,232 votes and his = 
ponents, Haveron and Cowan, polled 578 
and 463 respectively. Moebus polled 1,328 
and McGuire 2,129. Nagle and Moebus 
polled together 2,560, while their opponents 
polled together 3,170. 


Six Cars Crash on Bridge. 

The passengers on five crowded irolley 
ears on the north roadway of the Brooklyn 
Bridge were severely shaken up during the 
“rush” hour yesterday morning as a re- 
sult of another car running into the rear of 
the line. Five stalled cars, which had been

OFFICIALS ANSWER 
REPORT ON RIOTS 


Magistrate Resents Insinuations 
Against Minor Judiciary. 








Deuel’s Sharp Letter to Mayor—Par- 
tridge’s and Jerome’s Reply to 
Inquiry on Anti-Jewish 


Demonstration. 





Mayor Low gave out for publication yes- 
terday three letters received from District 
Attorney Jerome, Police Commissioner 
Partridge, and President Deuel of the 
Board of City Magistrates, regarding the 
recent report on the disturbances connected 
with the burial of Rabbi Joseph. 

President Deuel in his reply writes: 


I assume that so important a document is 
founded upon evidence taken and preserved, and 
that such record has been transmitted to you. 
Permit me, therefore, to request, on behalf of 
the Magistrates, that some one of us have ac- 
cess thereto in order to frame a proper reply to 
your letter. You will doubtless observe that the 
committee does not find that the conditions in 
the Magistrates’ Courts specified actually pre- 
vail; the report says that complaints of that 
character have been made, but the average read- 
er will assume that the committee, after an in- 
vestigation, was unanimous in finding that such 
evils are prevalent in our courts. 

It is a very old custom for unsuccessful liti- 
gants to find fault with the court, and I am in- 
clined to believe that many such sought the ear 
of the committee. The consequence is that a 
stigma is placed upon the administration of jus- 
tice In this city in a way to reach the entire 
world. The Magistrates, unheard, practically are 
condemned. ‘‘ Some Magistrates "’ to all intents 
and purposes mean every one. I know I voice 
the sentiment of each member. of _the board in 
saying that, for our own reputation, and for the 
good name of the city, we cannot pass the mat- 
ter by with a mere acknowledgment of your let- 
ter. We therefore ask an opportunity to inspect 
the record. 

If the committee had stopped to consider for a 
moment, it would have realized that there can 
be no uniformity of decisions without uniformity 
of. facts, circumstances, and surroundings, and 
no two cases in the Police Courts are alike. 
Upon that point, however, I am convinced that 
there is more uniformity in the actions of the 
Magistrates to-day comprising this board than 
ever before prevailed in this city. Some of us 
would resent any cast-iron rule of the board 
touching the disposition of cases. Each must 
be decided upon the developed facts. Whether 
the parties interested be Jews or Gentiles, police 
officers or civillans, the Magistrate’s conscience 
and oath of office can permit of but one rule 
in whichsoever of the seven courtg he may be 
sitting. , 

There are twelve of us, and we differ widely at 
times as to what measure of punishment is best 
for the culprit and for the people; some may im- 
pose the utmost severity of the law, where oth- 
ers might impose the minimum. But we differ 
conscientiously, and the dissimilarity is no great- 
er than ordinarily would prevail between any 
other twelve men. The difference in magisterial 
met, s may be more marked under the present 
that’ under the former Police Court system, for 
the reason that we are compelled to rotate more 
frequently. Under the old system, two Magis- 
trates could remain in one court for six months, 
which is impracticable under the existing law. 

The Magistrate said he would lay the 
matter before the board at its next meet- 
ing, in the meantime expecting access to 
the record of the committee. 

Commissioner Partridge said: 

A report showing the name of each officer | 
tried on the charge of improperly clubbing, &c., 
is in course of preparation, but it will be some 
days before it is complete, inasmuch as the 
records of the force are not arranged just as you 
call for it. It reyuires considerable overhauling 
of records, 

In order that there may be no error in the re- 
port of officers under indictment, I have asked 
the District Attorney to give me his list, for 
the purpose of verifying my own. 

The regulations of the Police Department 
prohibiting the use of clubs and the rule 
as to civility in treating all persons are 
quoted in full. The rule is also quoted 
which gives the Commissioner the right to 
direct officers of the force to use locust 
batons as clubs in time of riots. 

In nis answer the District Attorney says: 

In regard to the action taken by me; I have to 
say that the policemen who, upon investigation 
by this office, s€em to be criminally Hable were 
on Aug. 18 and 19, 1902, indicted, and that such 
of the Hoe employes as upon investigation by 
this office seem to be criminally liable are 
awaiting trial at the Court of Special Sessions, 
having been held therefor on Aug. 5. 

These cases will be brought for trial, the 
District Attorney adds, in October, when 
the courts again are open for the trial of 
bail cases

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FIRST ESTIMATES 
OF CITY OFFICIALS 


President Cantor Wants Increase 
of $87,355.47. 








District Attorney Jerome Cites Many 
Criminal Cases as Reason for In- 
creasing His Contingent Fund. 





The provisional estimates of the heads of 
the municipal departments are being filed 
in the Mayor’s office ready for action by 
the Board of Estimate. Several of the de- 
partmental chiefs want large increases in 
appropriations for 1903, but Mayor Low 
and Controller Grout have announced that 
no large increases will be allowed. Sheriff 
O’Brien asks for $124,762 to run his office 
in 1903, which is a reduction of $4,700 from 
this year's amount. 

President Cantor finds need of $87,355.47 
more. This year he received $1,742,569.03, 
and he now wants $1,829,924.50. Among 
the increases are $15,000 for the Riverside 
Drive viaduct, for painting and maintain- 
ing, &c. This is a new item. Another in- 
crease is for $20,000 for repaving streets 
and avenues. Another new item is for the 
maintenance of permanent public baths, 
for which Mr. Cantor wants $31,494. In the 
Bureau of Buildings Superintendent Stew- 
art adds to his estimate, which is included 
in President Cantor’s, by asking $12,350 
more for salaries. A large part of this is 
for more Inspectors. The only decrease 
noted in this estimate is for $1,470.25 in the 
salaries in the Bureau of Public Baths and 
Public Comfort Stations. 

District Attorney Jerome makes a long 
explanatory statement regarding his esti- 
mate. He shows a decrease of $39,900, ask- 
ing for $307,500, against 347,400 this year. 
The estimate for contingent expenses is in- 
creased $45,000. Reductions come in two 
items_of $70,000 and $20,000 respectively for 
conducting criminal actions against several 
persons in 1902. Among those mentioned 
are Albert T. Patrick, Roland B. Molineux, 
David L. Short, and Morris Meyer. The 
actions against them cost the office $70,000. 
Among those in the smaller amount stated 
are mentioned John D. Herlihy, George Bis- 
sert, Albert Adams, Samuel J. Kennedy, 
Minna Kurtz, Florence Burns, and “in the 
matter of James McAuliffe.” In speaking 
about the ‘“contingent’’ account Mr. Je- 


rome, in explaining the need for more 
money, says: aa 

‘* During the current year the demands on 
the ‘contingent account of this office have 
been unusually heavy, owing to the extra- 
ordinary expenses incurred in cases of great 
importance to the community. Many homi- 
cide and other criminal cases of great dif- 
ficulty were tried, requiring the employ- 
ment of experts in medicine and chemistry; 
also in cases of lunacy inquiries, &c. These 
cases also required the attendance of im- 
portant witnesses from all parts of the 
country, and their maintenance while at- 
tending trials, at great expense, especially 
so in the cases relating to the police and 
other public departments, particularly the 
former, where it was found necessary to 
employ a number of special officers and to 
provide for the maintenance of important 
witnesses who are kept under constant 
surveillance, it being necessary to send 
these witnesses out of town in the custody 
of such special officers, all of whom had to 
be provided with transportation and hotel 
accommodation, amd the witnesses fur- 
nished with clothing, &c., and medical at- 
tendance. A heavy outlay was also in- 
curred in loceting the whereabouts of wit- 
nesses who were induced to leave the juris- 
diction of the State, and in bringing them 
back. 

The estimate for Bellevue and allied hos- 
pitals shows an increase of only $10,035.46. 
For 1902 the sum of $622,976.32 was allowed. 


For 1903 $623,011.78 is desired. There is a 
slight increase for salaries, with enough 


reduction in supplies and contingencies to 
make the increase as stated. 

In the Department of Taxes and Assess- 
ments $349,000 is wanted. This is an in- 
crease of $25,900 over the present allow- 
ance. ‘The principal increase is one of 
$19,800 in the salaries in the Bureau of Real 
Estate. 


Controller Grout Will Withhold Pay- 
ment—The Dock Commissioner's 
Explanation. 


Controller Grout announced yesterday 
that he would hold up the bills of Dock 
Commissioner Hawkes for luncheons served 
to officials on the boat Manhattan. The 
bills for August amounted to $288.43. Con- 


troller Grout said: 

“The city does not pay my lunch bills at 
the Hardware Club, and I don't see why the 
Dock Department should ask the city to pay 
bills for extravagant dinners on the de- 


partment boat.” e 
Dock Commissioner Hawkes, in a state- 


ment issued in the afternoon, described his 
side of the story. He said that the _ in- 
crease of expense on board the tug in July 
was to a considerable extent the result of 
the expenses of an official meal furnished 
to the State Commissioners of the Land 
Office on an official tour which they made 
of the port accompanied by the Mayor and 
others. Luncheons on the Manhattan, he 
said, arose from a desire of the oo of- 
ficials of the department to make daily in- 
spections of the water front which would 
not interfere with the office work. If the 
higher officials of the department, he added, 
are engaged at luncheon for three-quarters 
or one hour each day on shore, it is impos- 
sible for them to make a tour of inspection 
of the water front without interfering with 
their office work, and during the time that 
they are absent from the office the Com- 
missioner is deprived of the use of their 


services. 


BOY’S PLEA SAVES MOTHER. 





A little boy’s plea saved his mother from 
being sent to prison yesterday in the Ewen 
Street Police Court, Williamsburg. Mrs. 
John Blasius was arraigned before Magis- 
trate O'Reilly on a charge of habitual 
drunkenness, and was about to be commit- 
ted, when her twelve-year-old son sprang 
forward, tears streaming down his face. 

“Oh, hear me, Judge!’’ he cried, ‘“‘ Do 
give mother another chance. She is good 
to me. I’'li work for her, and keep her 
from drinking. I'll do anything if you'll 
just let her be with me.” 

Magistrate O'Reilly was impressed with 
the boy's trust in his weak mother, and the 
faith he had in his own strength to save
